THE “CANADIAN WHEAT FIELDS, 


As for Canada, and this is of great Im- 
portance to Canadians, Mr, Davis does not 
expect that she will be able todo a gront 
deal in this direction. We do not agreo 
with his atatement of the future wheat sup 
ply of Canads, and in order that we may do 

: no injustice we quote his romarks in 
ull : 

“From an average crop Canada is ablo 
to spare 2,260,000 bushels, of which about 
2,000,000 reach the United Kiugdom and 
Continental Burope, and it is safe to as- 
sume that Canada willin 1895 send not 
more than 1,000,000 bushels to Earope, as 
tho population of the Dominion is increas- 
ing about as rapidly as wheat production. 

*‘*An unfounded impression prevails, that 
in Mani{toba and the Canadian Northwest 
there .oxiats an aroa of unlimited extent, 
peculisrly adapted to wheat growing. 

“Lying lumediately north of Minnesota 
and North Dakota is a tract oxtonding 
over somo four or five degrees of longitude 
and less than twodegrocs of latitude that 
Ir, adapted to the production of this cerval.

From this review of the main wheat-pro 
ducing countries Mr, Davia is thus onabled 
to show that thore ie a folling off In the 
production of wheatand a steady increase 
in the number of consuming population, 
avd that therefore ab a very carly perlod » 
point will be reached where the consump- 
tion of bread will exceed the prodaction of 
wheat, and thereforo cause a steady in- 
croase in the valuo of wheat and a lower 
standard of living resorted to by large num- 
bers of people. , 

Mr, Davis puts the yearl594 as the time 
when the growth of population In the 
United States will be such as to preclude 
the exportation of wheat from that coun- 
try, and that in the same yoar, at the pres- 
ent rate of consumption, Eurepe will have 
a deficit of 168,000,000 of bushels of wheat. 
Here is a very significant paragraph: 

‘To this deficit of 180,000,000 bushels 
of wheat we must add a deficit of ab least 
45,000,000 bushels of rye, and as tho 
United States will have ceased to supply the 
people of the tropics they will absorb about 
20,000,000 bushe's of the quantity assigned 
and heretofore going to Europe, so that in 
1895 It is probable that the world will have 
to face a deficit of some 230,000,000 of the 
two princlpal bread grains, and that there- 
after such deficit will augment by more 
than 25,000,000 bushela per annom,” 

WHERE CANADA COMES IN, 

Mr. Davis, remarks the World, gives 
full benefit for improved methods of cultt- 
vation, of the introduction of new wheat 
fields and other such considerations, and 
therefore we see very little reason for nob 
agreeing with his deductions. The World 
does, however, take issue with him in re- 
gard to Oanada’s prospects as a wheat pro- 
ducing country. We do not accept his 
statement that our wheat fields in the 
Northwost are 20 limited, so uncertsin as 
he alleges. Therois every prospect that 
Canada will be the great wheat exporting 
oduntry of the world within the next few 
years, Tho only thing that can bo said 
againstbour wheat fields in the Northwest 
is the liability to frost, but we are making 
headway against this by the introduction 
of new varieties of wheat, and as the coun- 
try is opened up and farmers get to under 
stand the nature of the climate and soil 
they will, no doubt, succeed nine times out 
of ten in reaplog a large harvest. 

Before 1895 the people of the United 
States will, if Mr. Davis' argumont bo true, 
be glad to take down their tariff wall and

The Speech From the Throne, 
Hon. Gentlemen of the Senate; Gentlemen of 
the House of Commons; 

Iam glad to welcome you to tho duties of 
the first session of a new Parliament, which 
I hope will be memorable for wise delibera- 
tions and for measures adapted to the pro- 
gross and development of the Dominion. The 
soason in which you are assembled nas 
opened auspiciously for the industries of our 
people, Lotus hope that their labors may 
be crowned with fruitful returns from land 
and sea, and that the great resources of 
Canada may continue to reward the toil and 
enterprise of its inhabitants, My advisers, 
availing thomselves of opportunities which 
were presented in the closing months of last 
year, caused the willingness of the Govern- 
ment of Canada to join in making offorts for 
the extension and development of trade be- 
tween the Republic and the Dominion as 
well as for the friendly adjustment of those 
matters of an international character which 
remain unsettled. Iam pleased to say that 
these representations have resulted in an as- 
surance, that, in October next, the Govern- 
ment of the United States will be prepared 
to enter on a conference to consider the best 
means of arriving ata practical solution of 
these important questions. The papers ro- 
lating to this subject will be laid before you. 
Under these circumstances, and in the hope 
that the proposed conference may result in 
arrangements beneficial to both countries, 
you will be called upon to consider the ex- 
pediency of extending for the present season 
the principal provision of the protocol an- 
nexed to the Washiogton treaty, 1888, known 
as the modus vivendi. 

A disposition having been manifested in 
the United Kingdom to impose on sea-going 
ships engaged in the cattle trade increased 
safeguards for lifeand greater restrictions 
against improper treatment, a careful en- 
auiry has been made as to the incidents of 
that trade in so far as this country is con- 
cerned. While Iam glad tolearn that our 
shipping is free from reproach in that re- 
gard, your attention will be invited to a 
measure which will remove all reasonable 
apprehension of abuses arising in the future 
in connection with so important a branch of 
our commerce, 

The early coming into force of the Imper- 
ial statute relating to the vice-admiralty 
courts of the Empire has made it necessary 
to revise the laws in force in Canada re- 
specting our courts of maritime jurisdiction, 
and a measure will therefore be laid before 
you designed to reorganize those tribunals. 
A code of criminal law has been prepared in 
order that that branch of our jurisprudence 
may be simplified and improved, to which 
your best attention is invited. 

Measures relating to the foreshores of the 
Dominion and to the obstruction of its navi- 
gable waters will be submitted to you, and 
you will also be asked to consider amend- 
ments to the acts relating to the Northwest 
Territories, to the Exchequer Court Act 
and to the acts relating to the trades marks, 
Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 

The accounts for the past year will be sub- 
mitted to you. The revenue,after providing 
for the services to which you appropriated 
it, has left a surplus for the works which you 
designed to be curried on by capital expendi- 
ture, The estimates for the coming year will

reply to the Speech from the Throne be con. 
sidered to-morrow, andalso that a commit- 
tee of seven, Sir John, Langevin, Thompson, 
Cartwright, Bowell, Laurier and Mills be ap- 
pointed to strike the usual‘ standing commit 
teas 

The House then adjourned at 3.35,

ONTARIO LEGISLATURE- 

TORONTO, May 1.—In tho Legislature 
youterday there was a lively debate on the 
question of the French language in the 
public schools, When Mr, Ross moved tho 
third reading of the bill to revise and con- 
solidate the public school laws, Mr 
bell moved: 

That the bill be not now read a third time, but 
that it be referred back to the committes with 
instructions to strike out these clauses 

"Whore from the general 
use of the French or German language, the 
County Council may appoint additional examin- 
ora, not exceeding two, for the purpose of con 
ducting the examination of candidates for a 
teacher's certificate in elther of the languages 
aforesaid 

‘In counties containing any municipality 
wherein the French or German language is tho 
common or prevailing language, an inspector 
may have charge of any number of schools not 
lesa than 40." 

Because, Inthe opinion of the House, it is in- 
oxpedient that exceptional legislation with re 
gard tothe appointment of examiners and in- 
spectors of the public schools should exist in the 
cases provided for in the foregoing sections, 

After some discussion the vote was taken 
and the amendment was lost by a vote 
of 32 to 56, The division was on party lines 
except that Messrs. Magwood and Sol White 
voted with the Government, 

Mr. Wood moved another amendment to 
the effect that it was expedient that elections 
for public and separate school trustees should 
be held by ballot. 

This amendment was also lost on a party 
vote of 35 to 53. Mr. Sol White voted with 
the Government, and Messrs. Caldwell and 
Dack with the Opposition. 

Another amendment by Mr. Meredith, 
that the right of control over inspectors by 
the Government should be confined to cases 
where at loast one-half of the salary is paid 
by the Government, was defeated 35 to 33, 
Mr. Biggar voting for the amendment.

On Mr. Ross’ motion for the third reading 
of the bill revising and consolidating the 
laws respecting the Education Department, 
Mr. Sol. White moved that it was expedient 
to place the Education Department under 
control of a non-political head and that the 
office of Minister should be abolished after 
the dissolution of the present House. This 
was lost on a party vote of 31 to 51. 

Mr, Meredith moved in amendment: 

That every school Supported in whole or in 
part by moneys voted by this House, and every 
school on the trustees or other governing body 
of which the Legislature has conferred the power 
of levying taxes for its support, is subject to the 
regulation of and to control by the Legislature; 
that neither the B.N.A, Act nor any other act or 
law has divested the Legislature of that power 
or conferred it upon any religious organization or 
body; thatthe rights conferred by the said act 
upon or secured to the supporters of separate or 
dissentient schools are civil rights appertaining 
to them as citizens, and that it is within the con- 
stitutional authority of the Legislature, through 
the Department of Education, to regulate such 
schools and to prescribe the text-books to be 
used and the course of study to be pursued in 
them, religious instruction excepted; and that 
the said bill be not now read the third time, but 
be forthwith referred back to the Committee of 
the Whole House with instructions to amend the 
same soas to include such separate and dissen 
tient schools within the classes of schools dealt 
with by the said bill. 

Mr. Fraser moved in amendment to the 
amendment: 

That, except as prescribed in this act, nothing 
shall be deemed, taken or construed as in auy 
manner, or for any purpose, altering, varying or 
affecting any power, right or authority which, 
before the passiug of this act, was by law vested 
in or held, had or possessed by the Minister of 
Education or the Department of Education in re- 
spect either of Rowan Catholic separate schools 
or of any matter or ching whatsoever pertaining 
to or affecting sald separate schools, 3 

Mr. Meredith pointed out that this amend- 
ment really meant that the department had 
no control over separate schools, 

Mr. Mowat said he was as good a Protes- 
tant as Mr, Meredith or any of his followers, 
but he was going to stand by the constitu- 
tion and protect tho rights of his Roman 
Catholic fellow-citizens, The bill gave up no 
authority the department previously had. 

Mr. Fraser's amendment was carried on a 
party vote of 52 to 31, except that Mr. Sol. 
White voted for it and with the Government.

BELIEVED TO BE THE RIPPER, 


“Frenchy No. 1" Was the Slayer of 
“Shakesponre'’—Traced By a Trail 
of Blood. 

New York, April 30.—Inspector Byrnes 
to-day made a statement .to the effect that 
tho man known as “Frenchy No. 1” was 
ascertained to have slept in the East River 
Hotel on the night of the murder. The mur- 
dored woman, Carrie Brown, occupied room 
No. 31, while “Frenchy No. 1” slept in room 
83. On the evening of the night of the mur- 
der Carrie Brown was seen going into the 
hotel with a strange man, This man left the 
place before midnight. It is believed that 
“Frenchy No. 1" went to Carrie 
Brown's room, that they quarreled and 
tho result of the row was the murder 
ofthe woman. The detectives, while investi- 
gating the murder, traced blood marks 
across the hall ints room 33. Upon further 
investigation of room 33 the detectives found 
a chair and pillow saturated with blood. 
Upon the arrest of "Frenchy No. 1,” an ex- 
amination of hisclothing showed that his 
sbirt front bore marks of blood. It was also 
found that his shoulder had blood marks 
upon itas though a bloody hand had been 
placed upon it. Inspector Byrnes ewployed 
two expert chemists and the examination 
of the blood on the shirt revealed that it was 
that of a human being. 


The suspected murderer’s name is said to 
be George Frank, alias George Francois, 
He has also been knownas Fravk Sherlick, 
He is an Algerian 35 years old. He has been 
under arrest since Friday night, since which 
time he has been confined in a cell at the 
Oak-street station, It is against the rules of 
the hotel to allow men alone to go upstairs, 
but Frenchy had slept there before, and he 
gave Eddie Fitzgerald, bell-boy, 25 cents and 
tbe boy let him go up. 

Fitzgerald saw Frenchy come dowastairs 
When Frenchy saw the boy he turned 
around, and with his face toward the wall as 
though trying to evade being seen he sneak- 
ed out of the private entrance. In addi- 
tion to the trail of blood found 
leading from room 31 into room 
338 on the door of 33 were several 
blood spots which came evidently from some 
one pushing in the door inside, On the wall 
was more blood. The seat of a chair in the 
room was covered with blood, the bed tick 
was spotted with it. When Frenchy was ar- 
rested he wore no drawers and hadon a 
cheap merino shirt. The tail of the shirt 
was besmeared with blood and underneath 
his finger nails was what appeared to be 
blood. 

This afternoon Joseph Franks, an Arabian, 
was taken to police headquarters. This man 
in all particulars anewers the description 
given of the strange man who rented the 
room at the East River hotel.

The artitico was woll 
concealed by the sculptor. In reality, it 
was not a double statue, but the figure o 
Faust was skilfully obtained by means of 
the folds of Marguorite’s robe. Marguerite 
holds her arms in front of her, and these 
same arms form those of Faust, who holds 
them crossed behind his back, Taust’s 
face is carved in Marguerlte’s back hair, 
and the man’s figure is obtained, as before 
stated, by means of the folds of the woman's 
robe. This curlous object might inspire 
some of our sculptors with an analogous 
idea. Tho statue was of wood and nearly 
life size.

“agricultural problem on this continent, as 
presented by Mr. 0. Wood Dayis, in his 
able paper in the Arena, we now lay before 
our readers another opinion of the prospect 
as set forth by J. R. Dodge, Statistician of 
the United States Dopartment of Agricul- 
ture, In his ** report of the condition of win- 
ter grain, the condition of farm animals, 
and on freight rates of transportation com- 
panies” for April, for a copy of which bro- 
charo we are indebted to Dr. Dineen, U. S. 
Oonsul for this district. 

Mr. Dodge's work, which was published 
contemporaneously with that of Mr. Davis, 
is of much interest in that it furnishes a 
comparison of the opinion of an eminent 
** profeasional” with that of an equally

most important subject. 
With the same statistics as a starting 
polnt, the eminent authorities referred to 
have arrived at conclusions almost exactly 
opposite to Gach other.

Foarmes, France, May 1—There was a 
bloody collision between miners and the

In view of the fact that the dutics of the leader 
of the Opposition require constant and diligent 
application regarding all measures aud legislation 
passing through this House, made all the more 
hoecessary on account of the province having but 
one chamber, itisin the opinion of this com- 
mittoo only just and equitable that his sessional 
allowance should not be less than $2000 per 
anpum., 

Mr, Caldwell, in seconding the resolution, 
said he often wondered why the Opposition 
leader received no larger indemnity than an 
ordinary member, It was only fair and just 
that he should receive more. 

Mr. Waters again protested against an in- 
crease, Toincrease the indemnity of the 
leader of the Opposition, he thought, was 
without precedent and unjust. The motion, 
however, carried with the same degree of 
unanimity as the former one. 

Mr, Sol. White introduced the greatest 
surprise of all and, in view of the subsequent 
discussion, a disagreeable surprise. After 
remarking that he was sure his motion 
would commend itself to every member of 
the House he moved, seconded by Mr, Field, 
that: 

In the opinion of this committee tho indemnity 
of the members should be increased to $800. 

“If I bad my say,” added Sol, “I would 
make it $1000." This proposal to increase 
the sessional indemnity by $200 met with 
strong opposition. 

Mr, Waters was astounded at this pro- 
position, “If you had advocated an in- 
crease last June,precious few of you would be 
here to-day. Isolemaoly protest against this 
measure.” Mr, Gibson (Huron), Mr. O’Con- 
nor, Mr, G. B, Smith, Mr. H. E. Clarke, also 
opposed it, 

Mr. Fraser said that if there was a general 
desire that the first two propositions should 
meet with hearty approval, they should not 
attempt to load down either of them with 
such a resolution. Would not the people 
think thatit wasa scheme to stroke down 
the leader of the Government and the leader 
of the Opposition and then bag the plunder?

The Iliad was an ill-assorted series of chap 
ters. It had scarcely a plot, and Mr, Hom 
erus, after killing a respectable prince, actu 
ally brought him back as chief mourner at 
the funeral of bis lamented son! Mr, Homerus 
appears to have constituted himself the lau 
reate of blood and brutality His horo, 
Achilles, is a sulky and cruel savage, who, 
aftor going on strike for a mere personal 
grievance, attorward kills many of his cap- 
tives in cold blood, and amaltreats the body of 
a gallant enemy, Me Homerus’s pages posi 
tively reek with gore. He is not contont 
with killing off his characters in bate hes; he 
must tell us the very spot in their frames— 
often in a most indelicate manner—whore the 
spear strikes thom, while the spearshaft 
throbs with the beating of the heart! This 
ferocious taste is justly repugnant to a ninth 
century (B. C.) audience, Mr, Homerus, 
that he might Jack no fault, also dabbles 
wildly in the supernatural, We do not cen- 
sure only his oxtraordinary lack of rever- 
ence. Qur readers must have shuddered at 
the audacity which could make the Queen of 
Heaven a vulgar scold, and Zous himself a 
henpecked husband. We refer rather to the 
wild inventions of talking’ horses, gods who 
assunie the shape of vultures, deadly wounds 
which are miraculously healed at a moment's 
notice, and so forth; childish fgments which, 
in this sovalled ninth century B. C., may 
well excite astonishment and dindain. 

We hoped that, iu his Diad, Mr. Homerus 
had touched the very nadir of the absurdity 
possible eyen to a popular romancer. But, 
in his Odyssey, he actually outdoes hinself, 
We gladly admit that Mr, Homeras imbrues 
himself less in blood than has been his wont. 
Except for a skirmish or two with Ciconi- 
ans and other queer people, a brutal affair 
with a fabulous monster, and an alterca- 
tion with a'pieuyre (for such we take “Seyl- 
la of the Rock” to be), Mr. Homerus, for 
him, is content with very little bloodshed. 
But, as he reaches the close of his third vol- 
ume, Mr, Homertus warns to his work, 

His hero, Odysseus, with the assistance 
only of a pork bateber, his own son, a cow 
herd and fof course) a goddess, kills no few 
er than 117 men in his own dining reom 
Not content with this perfectly iinpossible 
ind revolting massacre, Mr. Homerus adds 
scenes of cold blooded anil heartless cruelty. 
Ho bangs a large numberof young house 
maids, for no reason at alloxcept that they 
had, as in duty attended to the 
caests of their mistress. Worse yet, will it 
be crodited that Mr. Homeorus describes, in 
i iguage which We can only reprobate ani 
dare not quote, a brutal fistic encounter 
with a pauper in receipt of outdoor relief, 
and the slow antl obscene tortures inflicted 
by the hero: aud his friends 
fortunate member of the 
clusses? This Muay please our Upper 
Ten, but we warn Mr. Homerus that 
the peaceful and industyious Demos may be 
provoked past eadurauce, Mr. Homerus has 
at no time shown any concern for the inter 
ests of the working who, oddly 
enough, are umoous his most fanatical ad- 
mnirers, a5 the resords of the Chain Free Li- 
brary too sadly attsst 

But we mest justify our remarks by a 
sketch of Mr, Hoinerus'’s latest and most 
monstrous production, The story 
when Odysseus, in‘the tenth year of his 
wanderings from Troy, has beew living for 
eight years In & cave with a remarkable per- 
sonage, an immortal woman, named Calyp- 
so, This “iniinortal” business, we frankly 
warn Mr. Homertis; has beon overdone, ‘But 
how did Odyssous getdans cetre galere? This 
we learn from a lovg-winded tissue of im- 
probabilities with which he later gulls Aloin- 
ous L,, the respected ancestor of the present 
Corcyrean monarcl. On leaving Troy, 
the hero, of Mr. Homerus with his usual 
wanton brutality, had attacked, and, we ro- 
joice to say, had been beaten by a Thracian 
tribe. Thence the wind drove him, heaven 
knows where, into one of Mr. Homerus’s 
favorite African regions, the land of the 
Lotus Eaters.” For some tnexplatned reason 
he killed none of his hosts, but sailed on, 
still in the vague, till, by a ludicrous inven- 
tion, he reached a country of one-eyed pas-

Australia Doesn't Want Hobrews, 

Lonpon, May 3.—Tho Adelaide corres- 
pondent of The Chronicle telegtaphs that the 
proposed schomeof Baron Hirsch to trans- 
port Hebrews from Poland aud-the southeast 
of Europe to Australia is much commented 
upon by the Australians and that thecolonies 
are strongly hostile against an influx of 
Russian Jows. 

Lonpos, May 4—Sir John Sutton, in ad- 
drossing a méoting of the Choverei Zion As- 
sociation to-day, opposed tho sonding of 
Russian Jews to America, He said 
that he preferred the British  colonivs, 
which could easily absorb tlie whole Jewish 
population of the world: » He bad reason ‘to 
believe that the Rothschild syndicate would 
withdraw their offer of a loan to Russia. 
It is believed that the Rothschilds authorized 
Sir John to make this statement. 


Threats to Burn Their Quarter. 

ATHens, May 3.—A despatch from Zante, 
capital of the Ionian island of that name, 
brings news ofa serious religious riot which 
has taken place there. To-day is observed by 
the Greek Christians as the Greek Good Fri- 
day, and part of the ceremonies of the day 
consisted of a procession of Christians, which 
marched through the principal streets, The 
processionists, however, were nofcontented 
with a peaceful demonstration. . When they 
nedred the quarter of Zante which is known 
as the Hebrew quarter the Christians pracf 
tically besieged that section of the town. 

To order to guard Against just such an oc- 
currence a cordon of soldiers bad been drawn 
around the Hebrew quarter, and upon the 
refusal of the Christians to retire in peace 
the soldiers fired upon them, killing and 
wounding sevéral people, The Christians, 
the despatch added, aro now pillezing the 
houses Of the Hebrews at Zante and thréaten 
to burn the Jowish quarter of the town. - It 
is supposed that disturbances at Zante have 
their origin in the disturbance which recent- 
ly occurred at Corfu. 


FIGHT FOR LIFE. 


Two Men Shot to Death on n Midnight 
Train. 

VIENNA, May 3—A passenger traveling 
from Cracow to Lemburgin the night ex- 
press train last night suddenly drew two re- 
volyers and with onein each hand demanded 
of his three fellow travelers in the same car- 
riage their money aud yaluables. A _ fright- 
ful struggle ensued in the narrow compart- 
ment. Although the men assailed wore un- 
armed they fought to ‘desperation. The 
ruffilan used his revolvers with effect, killing 
twoof the’ men io succession. The third 
passenger grappled closely with the assassin, 
who fired in vain, being unable to touch him, 
Having emptied all the chambers of his re- 
volver the assassin tore himself from tho 
grasp of his antagonist, burst open the car 
door and jumped from the train while it 
was going at full speed. 

As soon as the alarm could be communicat-

the compartment where the tragedy occurred 
the two passengers were found shot through 
and tlirough, lying weltering in their blood 
on the floor, The cushions and lining had 
been torn up in the struggle, the glass was 
smashed and the walls were spattered with 
blood and penetrated with bullets.’ The sur- 
vivor was barely able to tell the horrified 
passengers and guards what had happened.

The Late decsion of the English House of 
Lords 


(Facts gleaned from a leading journal,) 


Tho opinion has heretofore been goner 
ally held in England that the liquor dealers 
or publicans,as they are called, held a vest 
od right in thelr licenses, and that the 
licenses could not be cancelled without 
compensation, The liconse was, in the opln- 
ion of property holders, a valuable adjunct 
of the building or premises in which the 
business had been carried on, and could 
not be cancelled without injuring the pro- 
perty. 

Holding these opinions,the great brewers 
and distillers bought up Hoensed premlses 
by the score, which it puld them to do, as 
only the liquor made by those was sold at 
these places, 

With the growth of temperance sentl- 

ment, & movement has been made to do 
away with ‘the more disreputable and un- 
neceseary dram shops, and out of this move- 
ment the demand for compensation came 
before the court, The local magistrate, of 
Kentmere, Westmoreland,refused to renew 
the license of the Low Bridge Inn. The 
reasons given for refusing the license were, 
the remoteness of the inn from police 
supervision, the bad character of the neigh- 
borhood of the inn, and the lack of neces- 
sity in the district for the accommodation 
which an inn is supposed to afford. As 
there was no imputation against the char- 
acter of the Inn keeper, the liquor interest 
having a favorable case, determined to ap- 
peal against the decision of the justices. 

The case was carried to the Queen's 

Bench ,when, after all evidence had been 
given as to the character of the keeper 
&o., the order of the justices was upheld 
and the appeal dismissed. The Mquor in- 
terest then brought the case before the Court 
of Appeal, which after long consideration 
affirmed the decision of the Queen’s Bench. 
The case was next brought to the highest 
and Jast court in the land, namely, the 

House of Lords. Finally, after much dis- 
cussion, judgment was given in the House 
of Lords in the appeal from the Court of 

Appeal, and the judgments of the three 
previous courts have been unanimously 
upheld by the Lord Chanoellor, Lords 
Bramwell, Herschel, McNaughton and 
Hannen. All averred that the discretion 
to grant or refuse the renewal of a license 
was vested in the justices, this discretion 
not belng modified In any degree by any 
legislation. This makes it plain that no 
claim for compensation can be based on any 
alleged violation of a supposed legal right 
to the continuance of a license. Lord 
Bramwell declared that in his opinion it 





would be sufficlent for the justices to refuse 
to ronew licenses and give no reason what- 


ever for thelr action.

Arithmetic is taught there, and a very val 
wable article of arithmotic itis, too. The

He was very drunk—in fact, so drunk 
as not to realize that he had been captured, 
He was taken to Hendquarters, and half 
an hour later was transferred to tho Central

It is impossible to determine exactly the 
site of tho London forom ; it ia only pro 
bable that tbero must have beenone, We 
may, however, infor, from evidence too de- 
tailed and minuto to ontor upon here, that 
tho forum stood upon the oldest part of 
Roman London, vis., south of Cornhill and 
east of the Manslon House, It is by no 
means certain that there was a foram, But 
an inscribed tilo sooms to show that the 
seat of government of the province was at 
London. Those, however, who consider 
the later Importance of Roman London can 
hardly believe that it had no public bulld- 
jogs. Abd first an insignificant town, al- 
though a port of some trade, for more than 
two centuries it controlled the exports ond 
importa of the entire Islaad, ite wharves 
were filled with animation, its harbor with 
ships of burden, All the authorities point 
to London as a centre of ee 5 activ 
ity. 

%So complete was the security in which 
South Britain remained for centuries, un- 
der the protection of Hadrian's wall and the 
fortitied cities of the west, that London was 
left without any other defence than a strong 
castle on the banks of the river, until the 
age of Constantine, Unlike nearly all the 
other Roman oltios it had no walls, was un- 
protected even by a ditch,and lay open on all 
sides to attack. Ab last, howevor, at some 
upkhown period, bub between the years 350 

nd $69, by some unknown hand the Roman 
wall was built, Its extent may easily be 
traced. Fragments of it still remain; and 
recently, at an excavation made by the rail- 
way company, a party of antiquarians 
wero enabled to study and explore more 
than one hundred feet In length of these 
ancient defences. Saxon aud Dane, Nor- 
man and Englishman, have In the long 
course of fifteen centuries altered, over- 
thrown, or rebullt them ; but their course 
and clrouit were never changed. The Ro- 
man wall fixed the limit of the city, and its 
yonerable fragments still recall the days 
when the last Roman legions marched down 
the Dover street, when Alfred restored the 
wall], or when Pym and Hampden found 
within its shelter the citadel of modern 
freedom.—From ‘* Roman London,” by 
Evoexe Lawrenor, in Harper's Magazine 
for May. 


Our Neighbor's Affairs, 

Why discuss them atall? Itis such a 
temptation to add details and distort meaa- 
ings in order to produce a piquant story, 
that even good people sometimes yield to it; 
so ware danger, and eschew gossip entirely. 
A word spoken out of season, even the trath 
told badly at an improper time, may inflict 
an injury which it is not In the power of 
any one torepulr, The motives of the In- 
dividual are auite a secondary matter. The 
genshot wounds inflicted by the man who 
**didn't know his gun was loaded,” are 
just as fatal as the murderer's shot. When 
a cruel wrong has been done to an in- 
nocent person, id only adda fuel to one's 
indignation to have the gossip retailer ex- 
postulate with tears in her eyes that she 
meant no harm, she only told what she 
heard, she did not know it would do harm. 
Tho harm that has been wrought is the 
matter that chiefly concerns us in such 
case—nobt the motive. It isa good rule not 
only to refrain from all evil criticism of 
persons, but from listening to such criti 
clam. It should systematically be enforced 
oa children that such conversation is be- 
neath them and indicative of low breeding. 
Tho writer remembers seoing a mite of 
elght years old draw herself up when such 
a conversation, which was distasteful to her, 
was taking place. ‘‘Mamma has always 
told me,” she sald, ‘never to gossip about 
my friends or to go with anyone who did, 
and I don’t want to hear anything mean of 
people I don’t know.” And this should 
be the creed of everyone. 


The Egg Trade. 

The trade of exporting eggs to Eogland 
is in full swing here at present. OnS t- 
urday, April 25th, Mr. J. T. Warrington 
shipped 500 cases to Liverpool, and on 
Saturday last 200 cases were forwarded. 
To-day some 450 cases were shipped 
Mr. Warrington has 1,000 cases more ready 
for shipment and is buying freely.

Canadian Railways. 

The annual report of the Dapartment of 
Railways shows that the total number of 
railways, including the Government roads, 
in actual operation (embracing under one 
head all amalgamated lines) was 60 ; the 
number of miles cf railway completed, {rro- 
spective of sidings, was 13,325, of which 
12,589 were laid with steel rails. There 
wore 12,628 miles of railway in actual opera: 
tion. The pald up capital amounted to 
$74,576,446. The gross oarnings of all 
these rallways amounted to $4¥,149,615, 
and their working expenses to $31,038,045, 
leaving the amount of the neb earnings ab 
$11,111,570. The numbor of passengers 
carried was 12,161,051, and 17,928,626 tons 
of freight were conveyed over these roads. 
The total number of miles run by trains 
was 38,819,380.

DUBLIN, May 3,—Ton thousand workmen 
of this city to-day marched in procession to 
Phooix Park, where they held a meeting at 
which a resolution demanding a workday of 
eight hours was passed. 

Rome, May 3.—Tho galleries of the Cham 
ber of Deputies were crowded to-day with 
people who had come to listen to the debate 
on the labor troubles. After an animated 
discussion the debate was adjourned. The in- 
dications are that the Government will 
secure & majority on the question, as many 
Radicals are supporting Sig. Nicotera, the 
Minister of the Interior, in his action in the 
matter. 

Benuiy, May 3,—The German Socialist 
meetings to-day were all thinly attended and 
not the slightest interest was displayed. The 
people were intent on enjoyment and it was 
evident that the movement is losing its 
vitality. 

The principal towns of Germany, Holland 
and Switzerland were to-day tho scenes of 
demonstrations of workmen in favor of an 
Shour law. In Hamburg 30,000 persons, a 
tenth of whom were the wives and 
sweethearts of the workmen, paraded 
through the suburb of Horn, delegates 
from the workmen societies keeping excel- 
lent order. In the line were many bands 
aud bannors and 4 number of chorals. After 
a short meeting in the public park, at which 
appropriate resolutions were adopted, the 
crowd dispersed and devoted the remainder of 
the day to music and dancing. No disorder 
was reported anywhere. 

In the Belgian mining districts disorder 
still prevails and many telephone wires have 
been cut and windows smashed. Meetings 
were held at Liege, Seraing ani other places 
to denounce the action of the Brussels labor 
union, which sent delegates to various cen- 
tres to delay or prevent strikes. At these 
mectings it was decided to disregard the 
advice of the union and commence a strike 
to-morrow. A goneral siege bas been pro- 
claimed in the villages around Liege. 

Vienna, May 3.—Fifteen thousand weavers 
at Bilitz and 2000 employes at Pesth have 
been dismissed for being absent from work 
May day. 

Panis. May 3,—Furtber particulars re- 
ceived here jn regard to the labor riot at 
Fourmies show that early last night a mob 
of about 1200 people carrying sticks and 
armed with revolvers surrounded the gen- 
darme, crying: “Down with the masters!” 
“We want our brethren!” This last cry re- 
ferred to the men arrested early in the day 
for intimidating the men who had refused to 
go out on strike, The mob attacked 
the Town Hall The gendarmes fired 
their revolvers in the air in order to fright- 
en the rioters, but without effect. The troops 
with fixed bayonets then charged the mob 
and drove it away from the immediate neigh- 
borhood of the town hall. The crowd, how- 
ever, after being driven backward, retali- 
ated by firing volleys of bricks and pieces of 
paving stones at the troops, frequently 
striking the soldiers. The mob subsequently 
reappeared with increased numbers and 
made an attack upon the gendarmes. A 
flerce conflict took place in the rear of a 
church. 

A regiment of infantry was then sum- 
tooned and an exciting time followed, 
the crowd fighting hand-to-hand with 
the _ police and _ soldiery. Finally 
upon the rioters persisting in their re- 
fusal to retire, the soldiers fired, 
killing three persons outright and wounding 
a number of others. The soldiers, in order 
toavoidthe taking of life, fired low, with 
the result that many legs of the rioters have 
been amputated. After this severe lesson 
the mob fled. Four of the rioters wounded 
last night have died. 

The fact that six women, several children 
and eight men were killed on the spot, while 
20 were seriously wounded, several fatally, 
gives the affair the character of o massacre. 
The soldiers were merely exposed to stone- 
throwing, but they replied with successive 
volleys from their new Lebel rifles, inflicting 
frightful wounds on their victims. The 
houses exposed to the fire were riddled and 
there is every sign that reckless and wanton 
inhumanity was shown by the troops. The 
local popular commotion is intense and it 
finds a response in the growing excitement 
in every working centre. Fourmies to-night 
is practically in a state of siege. Cavalry 
patrol the streets and are everywhere greet- 
ed with yells of reprobation from excited 
groups of men and women. 

It is learned that the sub-prefect of 
Fourmies ordered the firing on the crowd. It 
would have been still worse had not the 
Mayor risked his life and rushed between 
the combatants and implored them to stop 
fighting. This is the first time that the 
Lebel rifle had been used against haman 
beings. 


THE CORK KILLED HIM. 


The Peculiar Death of a New York Phy- 
sician, 

New York, May 3.—After two weeks of 
unparalleled suffering the Rey. Dr. George 
W. Bothwell died at the Brooklyn hospital 
to-night, The accident which resulted in bis 
death was the inhaling of a cork into the 
bronchial tube. He had removed a cork 
from a bottle and was holding it in his teeth. 
The antics of o child amused him and he 
commenced to laugh when tho cork slipped 
down his throat. Several surgical opera- 
tions and all that medical skill could do 
failed to relieve the sufferpr.

Lord Dunraven suid ho regretted the Gov- 
ernment could not agree to abandon the 
Knutsford Bill, as it seemeill the Newfound- 
landers were honestly determined to do all 
in their power to avoid the necessity of any 
coercive measures, 

Lord Herschel, one of tho deputy speak- 
ers of the House of Lords, said it was 
of primary importance in this connection to 
consider “the opiniony of the colonists 
if the Government desired to maintain its 
colonial empire, ’ The action of Lord Knuts- 
ford justified the rejection of the bill. 

Lord Salisbury said the Government had 
entered into serious interuational obligations 
with France, which must be carried out, 
Under the decisions of the Newfoundland 
courts the hands of the naval powers were 
paralyzed.. They could’ not regularly exer- 
cise the jurisdiction which they had hitherto 
effected. The bill, Lord Salisbury said, was 
necessary in the event of ‘the failure of an 
act by the Newfoundland Legislature ‘to en- 
force the measures which the Knutsford bill 
was designed to carry out. After further 
discussion Lord Kimberley’s motion was re- 
jected by 113 to 30, 

Lord Herschell moved that the Knutsford 
Act continuein force for only one year. 
Lord Salisbury opposed the motion, and it 
was rejected, 61 to 21.

This drills the 
hole for the pile, the mud and water belng 
thrown upwards and away from the hole, 
An Indicator {s attached which tells the 
depth the suger has bored and when of 
sufficlent depth the whole apparatus is 
withdrawn, and the 38 foot pile, which In 
the meantime has been elevated, is dropped 
Into the hole, falling to the required 
depth. The pile ‘ts dressed and 
the top trimmed before insertion. The 
whole process of driving one of the elm 
spring piles occupled from five to seven 
minutes, and it is then in the position re- 
quired, without the sawing off of the top 
necessary when it is damaged. by repeated 
blows from the hammer. The scheme isa 
i success and works entirely to the sat- 

faction of its inyentor, who has: applied 
fora patent, This is only one of the many 
Inventors of Capt. Canan, from some of 
which, notably the dredge dipper, which Is 
patented by him, he is drawing royalties. 
To-day the time was taken on a 38 ft, pile, 
and it justtook four minutes for the new 
appara'us to bore the hole and drive the 
pile.

At this point vehement protests were raised 
and Roche was called to order. |,M. Con- 
stans denied the accuracy of Roche's state- 
menf. A mob of 4000, said the minister, re- 
ceived the soldiers with a shower of; stones. 
One officer was knocked down and the riot- 
ers were on the point of forcing. their way 
through the troops when tho commander 
called upon them to Keep back. .The sum- 
mons was unheeded and the commander 
ordered his men to fire into the crowd. This, 
however, had no effect and he ordered the 
soldiers to fire point blank.

The 
greatest excitement |prevails throughout this 
town and in the villages in! ité vicinity: Many 
of the leaders of the labor party hive started 
for Belgium to collect arais and “dynamite 
for use againat the ‘troops stationed here, and 
especially against the infantry regiment, 
which used its, rifles with such’ fatal effect 
upon the populace on Friday last. ‘The re- 
port has reached bere that ;500 kilograms 
of dynamite destined for the people of this 
town has been seized while being smuggled 
across the frontier from Belgium. 

Cayalry pickets will be | stationed all along 
the route of the funeral procession of th 
victims of the May-day massacre, for such is 
the term applied to the tragedy by the people 
of Fourmies,, The cavalry along the; route 
will receive instructions to act promptly.and 
effectively in the event of trouble. The Goy- 
ernment has sent twodetails here. with’ in- 
structions to make a thorough inquiry into 
the causes whiob led to the disturbances on 
labor day andinto the action of the sub- 
prefect who ordered the troops to, fire. upon 
the peoole. 

The funera) procession this afternoon was 
yery long, being participated in by a large 
number of workmen's clubs. She nine coffins 
were, surrounded by the relatives of the yic- 
tims, ~After the religious services the clergy 
left and the Socialists then took charge, some 
violent addresses, being delivered, . Many 
women carrying banners placed wreaths 
lipon the graves.

Mr. Rutherglen 
askod if he should call Lady James Douglas 
asa witness, but Mr, Bennett thought not, 
ns tho act did not authorizé the wife to be 
called, Tho magistrate added that some of 
the servants who knew Lord James’ hand- 
writing might be called, and subpceenn sum- 
monses Were granted for the attendance of 
two of them. 

The summons against Lord James Douglas 
camo up for @ bear'ng on Monday, April 20, 
whon Mr. Rutherglen applied to the magis- 
trate for permission to withdraw it, stat‘ng 
that ho had seen Lord James, who bad ex- 
pressed regret and shame for the cbildish and 
foolish return. The latter told Mr. Ruther- 
glen that he wasill in bed, and that he gave 
the return to his wife to fill up, after writ- 
ing his own namo in pencil.

A THOUSAND COLLAR BILL

session at Kimberley, The Boer movement 
isa South African miovoment n the direc- 
tion of northward expansion, and is bouad 
to conflict with the claims of the British 
Chartered Company, to say nothing of tho 
claims of the Portuguese South African Co. 
Ono of the objects of the raid is said to be the 
replacoment of the Chartered Company by a 
popular movement from the Tiuperial Goy- 
ernment’s control, There is a strong feeling 
against the company und against Imperial 
control in South Africa. The leaders of the 
“trek,” howover say little or nothing about 
the Chartered Company, claiming to base

The rest of the descent is in the rapids 
from that point to Queenstown, The 
water conveyed in this canal will creaté 
a hundred thotisiid hore power of 
energy. To utilize this the Niagar and 
Queenstown Land and Electric Com- 
puny, oy itis cdlled, ititend to build a 
city on the present site of Queenstown 
and for this purpose have obtained oyer 
two thousand nerves of land where free 
sites for mills and factories are already 
being offered aud a guarantee given 
that the power will be ready within a 
year and a half frots the filtecrith 
of May, and that it syill 
be sold at the astoundingly low 
price of ten dollars per horse power per 
annum which is only twenty-five per 
cont. of the cost of water power else- 
where where it is sold by « power com- 
pany, and one-sixth of the costof power 
produced by steam. A transmission 
company has been formed with a stock 
of half a million dollars which is now 
negotiating for ten thousand horse 
power which will be conyeyed by cable 
to Hamilton and Toronto at a loss of 
less than twenty per cent. of energy ino 
its transmission to the furthest point. 
The money received from this transniis- 
sion company will alone, it is sail, pay 
five per cent. per annul interest on the 
whole construction of the canal which 
the engineer's estimate will cost $1,250,- 
000, 

The head office of the company of 
which Mr. W, H. Dean, is thesecretary, 
isatroom Jl, Canada Life Buildings, 
and he and his staff have been de- 
luged with applications from all 
over Canada and many states of the 
union asking for particulars and priori- 
ty in the choice of sites. 

A brief description of how this novel 
aud startling enterprise is being man- 
ued cannot but be interesting. Secret- 
ary Dean says that the company is es- 
sentially one for selling power and not 
land, that the two thousand acres were 
obtained to prevent speculators from 
gettin hold of it, raising the prices aud 
waking it impossible for mills aad fac- 
tories to locate there. The Niagara and 
Queenstown Land and Electric Conipany 
have surveyed in the town plot about 
seven hundred acres, the balunce of 
of their acreage being divided for the 
present into small fruit farms and 
market gardens which are to. be irri-, 
gated. by the waste water which 
after creating the power will be car- 
ried through irrigating ditches from the 
upper levels of the land and utilized 
by fruit growers and gardeners, 

The seyen hundied acres in the new 
town plot has been divided into business 
and residence lots, the former having 
twenty-five feet frontage, the latter forty 
feet. The price of all the lots without 
regard to situation is two hundred 
dollars. The public are not asked to 
pay their money to the Land and Elec- 
tric Company but have the privilege of 
paying itto the Trusts Corporation of 
Ontario, which is recognized by the 
courts of Ontario as a legal trustee and 
is as sound as any bapk in Canada. The 
method of paytient is twenty dollars 
with the applicution and ten dollars a 
month until two hundred dollars is de- 
posited, This money the Trusts Corpor- 
ation does not hand over to the Land 
and Electric Company until the canal 
is completed, at least ten thousand horse 
power furnished and their promises ful- 
filled, 

The building lots belonging to those 
who have deposited their money with 
the Trusts Corporation are to be ap- 
portioned according to priority of in- 
vestment, the personal applicants 
receiving the even numbers and 
the applications ‘which Come by letter 
the odd numbers, so that local 
buyers will have no advantage over 
those who send their money by letter, 
In order to make this method of ap- 
portioning the Jand fair to all, applica- 
tions will not be received until the 
fifteenth of May though in the meantime 
intending investors may deposit their 
money with the Trusts corporation and 
receive a receipt from them which will 
be accepted by the Land and Electric 
Company on the fifteenth of May and 
the lots awarded according to the 
priority of the presentation or reception 
of these at their offices here, In this 
way the land will be divided and there 
is no doubt that a great deal of money 
will be made by those who obtain the 
first thousand certificates. The com: 
pany expect to make no money 
out of their land but aro offering 
it in this way and giving free sites to 
mills and factories to attract population 
and customers for their power, 

The attractions of Queenstown, or the 
Monument City as itis now being called, 
as a centre of manufacturing, are really 
unequalled in America, “Tt is at the 
head of the navigable portion of the Nia- 
gara river and has two miles of natural 
wharfage. The finest stone quarries, and 
brick clay are to be found within the 
limits of the new town. Natural gas 
has been tapped and is burning at St. 
Davids within a halfa mile of the Monu- 
ment City of the future and altogether 
this enterprise which has reached assured 
success within the single month that its 
intentions were made public, pro- 
mises to have # greater offect on the 
trade of Ontario than anything that has 
ha ypenod to Cannda _ Bulge the 
building of the Canadian Pucific Rail- 

way: Within threo yours thore is 
no doubt that tho Monument City will 
have a population of twenty or thirty 
thousand people.

THE CRIME OF A LOVER. 


ScorMod by the Woman for Whom He 
Had an Iofatuation He Attempts 
to Kill Her. 


Conovna, May 7.—Andrew McGuire was 
placed on trial to-day on a charge of having 
attempted to murder his former sweetheart, 
Miss Tucker, by throwing her under the 
wheels of a Grand Trook freight train. It 
appears McGuire had pestere} Miss Margaret 
Tucker with his attentions and had repeat- 
edly threatened her. On the night in ques- 
tion sho was walking along the station plat- 
form with an escort, and according to the 
avidence of Prof. Reynar of Victoria”Col- 
lege and other witnesses, McGuire, his eyes 
blazing witb insane jealousy, ran up to her- 
and deliberately pushed her in front of an in 
coming traiu. Her escape from death was 
almost miraculous, her life being only saved 
by the promptness of the engineer. Prisoner's 
counsel attempted to prove that the occur- 


rence was purely accidenta!—that McGuire 


had unintentionally run against the girl. The 
jury, howeyer, found him guilty of the 
offence as charged. It was shown that Mc- 
Guire had some time ago grisvously wounded 
and attempted to kill John Tucker, tho 
fatbor of the young lady, and had also at- 
tacked Turokey John Higgins while in jail. 
On this latter charge he was sevtenced to 
five years’ incarceration in the penitentiary, 
and while there attempted to escape by con- 
cealing himself in a load of munure, but was 
discovered. Sentenco was reserved by Judge 
Rose to-day, but it is geverally thought Mc 
Guire, who is 35 years of age, will spend the 
balance of his life in jail

Solomon goes up the ivory stairs of his 
throne, between twelve lions iu statuary, 
and site down on the back of the golden bull, 
tho head” of the bronze beast turned toward 
the people. The family and attendants of 
tho king are so many, that the caterers of 
the palice have to provide every day one 
hundred sheep and thirteen oxen, besides 
thé birds and tho vent 1 hear the stamp- 
ing and pawing of four thousand fine horses 
in the royal stables, There were Important 
ollicials who had charge of the work of gath 
ering tho) straw and tho barley for these 
horses, ‘King Solomon Was ah early riser, 
tradition says, and used to take a ride out at 
daybreak; and when, in his white apparel, 
bebiod the swiftest horses of all the realm, 
and followed by mounted archers in purple, 
as the cavalcade dashed through the streets 
of Jorusalem, I suppose it was something 
worth getting up at five o'clock in the morn- 
ing to look at. 

Solomon was not like sonie of the kings of 
the present day—crowned imbecility. All 
the splendor of his palace and retinue wero 
eclipsed by his intellectual power, Why, he 
seomed to know everything. He was the 
first great naturalist the world ever saw. 
Peacocks from India strutted tho basaltic 
walk, and apes chatted in the trees, and deer 
stalked the parks and there Were aquariums 
with forein fish, and aviaries with foreign 
birds; and tradition says these birds were so 
well tamed that Solomon might walk clear 
across the city under the shadow of their 
wings as they hovered and fitted about him. 

More than this, he had a great reputa- 
tion for the conundrums and riddles that he 
mado and ed. He and King Hiram, 
his neighbor, used to sit by the hour and 
ask riddles, each one paying in money if 
he could not answer or guess the riddle, 
The Solomonic nayy visited all the world 
and the sailors, of course, talked about the 
wealth of their king, and about the riddles 
and enigmas that he made and solved; and 
the news spread untilQueen Balkis, away off 
south, heard of it, and sent messengers with 
afew riddles that she would like to have 
Solomon solye, and a few puzzles which she 
would like to have him find out, She sent, 
among other: things, to King Solomon, a 
diamond with a hole so small that a needle 
could not penetrate it, asking him to thread 
thatdiamond, And Solomon took a worm 
and put itat the opening in the diamond, 
and the worm crawled through, the thread 
in the diamond. The queen ‘also sent a 
goblet to Solomon, asking him to fill it 
with water that did not pour from the 
sky and that did not rush out from the 
earth; and immediately Solomon put a 
slave on the back of a swift horse and gal- 
loped him around and around the park un- 
tilthe horse was nigh exhausted, and from 
the perspiration of the horse the goblet was 
filled. She also sent King Solomon five 
hundred girls ih boy’s dress, wondering if 
he could be acute enough to find out the de- 
ception. Immediately Solomon when he 
saw them wash their faces, knew from tho 
way they applied the water that it was all 
a cheat, 

Queen Balkis was so pleased with the 
acuteness of, Solomon, that she; said; “Ill 
just go and see him for myself.” Yonder 
it comes-—the cavalcade — horses and 
dromedaries, chariots and  charioteers, 
jingling harness and chattering hoofs, and 
blazing shields, and flying ensigns, and 
clapping cymbals.

I, must coufess that a great doal of the 
religion of day is utterly 
There is nothing piquant or elevating about 
it. Men and women go around humming 
psalms in a minoyv key, aud culturing melan- 
choly, and their worship hag in it more sighs 
than rapture. We do not doubt their piety, 
Oh, no. But they are sitting at oa feast 
where the cook has forgotten to season the 
food. Evorything is flat in their experience 
and in their conversation. Emancipated 
from sin, aud death, aud hell, and on their 
way to a magnificent heaven, they act as 
though they wore trudging on toward an 
everlasting Botany Bay. Religion does 
not seem to agree with them. It 
seems to catch in the wind-pipe and 
become o tight strangulation instend of 
an exhilaration. All the infidel books that 
have been'written have not done so much 
damage to our Christianity as lugubrious 
Christians. Who wants a religion woven 
out of the shadows of the night! Why go 
growling on your way to celestial enthrone- 
ment? Come out of that cave, and sit down 
in the warm light of the Sun of Righteous- 
hess, Away with yougodes to melancholy 
and Horvey’s ‘Meditations among the 
Tombs.” 

I have to say, also, that we need to put 
more spiceand enlivenment in our religious 
teaching; whether it be in the prayer- 
meeting, or in the Sabbath school, or in the 
church. We ministers need more fresh dir 
and sunshine fn our Jungs, and our heart, 
and our head. Do you wonder that 
the world is so far from being converted 
when you find s0 little vivacity in the pul- 
pit and in the pewr We want, like the 
Lord, to plant in our sermons and exhor- 
tations more lilies of the fleld: We want 
fewer, rhotorical elaborations, and fewer 
sesquipedalian words; and when we talk 
about shadows, we do hot want to say 
adumbration; and when we mean queer- 
ness, we do not want to talk about 
idiosyncrasies; or if a stitch in the back, we 
do not want to talk of lumbago; but, in the 
plain vernacular preach that Gospel which 
proposes to make all men happy, honest, 
victorious and free. In other words, we 
want more cinnamon and less gristle. Let 
this be so in all the different departments of 
work to which the Lord calls us. Let us be 
plain. Letus be earnest. Let us be com- 
mon-sensical. Whon we talk ‘to the people 
inavernacular they can understand, thoy 
will be very glad to come and receive tho 
truth we present. Would to God that Queen 
Balkis would drive her spice-laden drome. 
daries into all our sermons and prayer-imnoet- 
ing exhortations. 

More than that, we want more life and 
spice in our Christian work, The poor do 
not want so much to be groaned over as sung 
to. With the bread, and medicines, and 
the garments you givo them, lot thore 
bea an accompaniment of smiles and brisk 
encouragement, Do not stand and talk 
to them about the wretchedness of their 
abode, and the hunger of their looks; and 
the hardness of their lot.

Omaha, There has been a pronounced gainat 
Chicago, Nowhere elsa are announced ex- 
panding volumes of business and records in 
excess of 1800. Cold weather has inter- 
rupted buying of some seasonable goods, 
but not seriously. West and south the crop 
outlook is all that could be dosired. Sugar 
is said to be a little Jate in Louisiana and 
spring wheat in the Northwest, but except 
the probability of a smaller area planted to 
cotton this month all. agricuitural. staples 
promise heavier yields than last your. Indus- 
trial disturbances the first week in May haye 
been numeérous and costly. Nearly 25,000 
coal miners struck for various causes, al- 
though a general eight-hour demand was not 
made. The total number of industrial work- 
ers on strike is not far from 50,000, as com- 
pared with 54,000 one year ago. Crude iron, 
on the whole, has not gained any strength, 
Prints have reached the lowest figure ever 
recorded.

Srm,—In your Ottawa correspondence in to- 
day's Globe your correspondent says : ‘Tho tax 
of five centsa dozen on eggs imposed by the 
McKinley Act has had a disastrous effect on 
the price of Oinadian eggs,” and “‘merchant® 
along the line of the Pontino Pasific Junction 
Railway are offering eggs by the case at seven 
cents a case, eto,” On turning up your Toronto 
market report in the same paper, I find the 
wholesale price of case lots there 120 to 124 per 
dezen and the St. Lawrence Market price—re” 
tail—180 to lfc, Then at Montreal market I 
find the wholesale quotations 11}o to 1240, Do 
the merchants along the P.P.J. Railway not 
read the papers and koow that they could get 
these prices at the above named msrkots ? which 
atter allowing freight and commission—no! 
more than two cents—would net them 10o or 
10}c in Toronto market On turning up the 
prices of a year ayo, when there wasno Mo- 
Kinley tariff, I find we sold case lots in Toronto 
at 10}c on May 7th. How, then, does the ‘Mo 
Kinley Act have sucha disastrous effect on the 
price of Canadian «ggs’?

Mr. Wallace shows by 
quotation of the prices in Toronto and 
Montreal, that there was nothing to cause 
such alow price—that the sellers could have 
netted 10c or 104c per dozen in Toronto 
market. 

That some eggs were purchased along 
the P.P.J. Railway at 7c per dozen ap- 
pears to bea fact; but the assertion that 
merchants offered cases a) that rate is an 
invention of the Globe's correspondent at 
Ottawa, or of the Ottawa /ree Press, whence 
he derived his information. The facts are 
thus disclosed in a letter published in the 
Ottawa Citizen :

INFORMATION OBTAINED,

ln ondeavoring to obtain all available in- 
formation on the subject under considera- 
tlon,the commissioners went over the whole 
routo, travelling by steamer .o Hoeley’s 
Falls, and from Lakefield to Fenelon Fats 
sud Lindeay ; and thoy also took evidence 
at the following places: Montreal, Kinge 
ton, Toronto, Oollingwood, Midland, 
Barrio, Orillia, Lindeay, Peterborough, 
Trenton avd Doseronto, aud at several 
points on the line of the Erie canal. Duo 
notico of the sittings held at the places on 
the route of the proposed canal was givon, 
in order that an opportunity of expressing 
opinion on the subject might be afforded to 
anyone disposed or inclined to do so. 

Tho commissioner thought it advisable to 
framo a set of questions of a general char- 
acter, which they caused to be forwarded 
to cho members of the House of Commons 
and of the Legislature of Ontario, and to 
the publishers of the newspapers in the 
province of Ontario, aud to tho clerks of 
the citles and towns in that province. To 
these very few replios have been received. 
These questions and the answers theretd, 
together with the other information ob- 
tained, are forwarded herewith. 


ITS PRACTICABILITY ESTABLISHED, 


In regard to the practicability of the pro- 
posed route in reference to ita water sup- 
ply, the commissioners are of opinion that 
this has been established beyond questiou, 
both by the report of the engineer and by 
the evidence received. 

SAVING LN CONSTRUCTION, 

The attention of the commissioners h's 
been called to the width of the locks at 
present completed. There are 12 of theese 
135 foot long by 33 feet wide. For mod- 
ern locks this width is very great in pro- 
portion to the length. They are of the 
same size as those on the Rideau canal. 
The latter, however, were built to accom- 
madate side wheel vessels, which at this 
day it is nob necessary to use, The com- 
missioners suggest that a width of 23 fest 
would be sufficient. It is proposed, accord- 
ing .o the report of the engineer, that the 
prism of the canal should be 50 feet in 
width at its bottom. That would be insuf- 
ficient to admit of vessels passing each 
other, should they be of the extreme width 
of the present locks, but it would admit 
such passage by vessela of the reduced 
width ; and, farther, four barges of this re- 
duced width would just about fill the St. 
Lawrence canal locks, when enlarged, and 
it is obvious that a considorable saving in 
construction by the suggested reduction in 
width would be effected. Tho attentionof the 
commissioners has alsotbeen called to the 
expensive class or character of the works 
upon the locks lately constructed at Bur- 
leigh, Lovesick, Buckhora, and Fenelon 
Falls, They thiok that a considorable 
saving in that respect might be made in 
the building of the remaining locks with 
out materially affecting their substantial 
character, and they suggest that locks of a 
class of work somewhat similar to those of 
Bobcaygeon, Young's poiat and Peterbor- 
ough would be sufliclent for the purposes 
of this canal. The commissioners desire to 
call attention to what is known as tho 
“ift lock,” which is now in practical use in 
England, France and Belgium, and to 
which rather fall reference is made in the 
exhibits herewith. They suggest that it 
might be judicious to make o resurvey of 
the section between Heeley’s Falls and 
Hoard’s Creek, and probably other sections 
of the route, with a view to the possible 
uno of the “lift lock.” It will be observed, 
as pointed out above, that the distance be- 
tween these points is 10 85-100 miles, re- 
quiring 23 locks. Under such circumstances 
the “lift lock would seem to be desirable 
in the direction of econ»my in the cost of 
construction and in the time required for 
lockago, The commissioners simply call 
attention to the point without themselves 
haying formed any decided opinion upon it, 


TWO ROUTES AT THE WEST END. 


As will be observed in the evidence 
taken at Collingwood, ibis euggested that 
the route from Lake Simooe to Nottawasaga 
bay would be a more satisfactory and ju- 
diclous one than that now contemplated 
between Lake Oouchiching and Matchedash 
bay, and it may be thought desirable, 
should that section be built, that a survey 


of the suggested line be made, in order ta 


determine the respective merits of the two 
routes, 
GIVES ACCESS TO A WIDE EXTENT, 

In considering the bearing of tho canal | 
upon the development of trade and natural 
rosources of the country through which it 
will pass, [t should be noted that tho con- 
ditions are pecullar, inasmuch as it 
would act a9 6 connecting link in a chain of 
lakes and streams which, for tho most part | 
lie transverae'y to the line of canal, and | 
that it would therefore afford access bo an } 
extent of country and coast line much 
greater than usual in a canal of its length, 


SHOULD KB COMPLETED, 


The commissioners, upon the evidence

THE BROOKLYN TABERNACLE. 

The great plei occupies a plot of ground 
200 by 118 feet in dimensions. The style of 
architecture is Romanesque ; tho materinI, 
Corsehill stone and rain washed brick in red 
mortar, Tho roofs of the towers are to be 
covered with Spanish tiles, The main tower 
at Greene and Clinton avenues, as yet un- 
finished, will rise to the height of 160 feot. 

SEATS FOR THOUSANDS. 

Tho main entrance is at Clinton and 
Greeno avenues, There is another entrance 
on Clinton avenue, in the small tower, and a 
third on Waverly avenue, The Greene and 
Waverly avenue entrances lead to the Sun- 
day school ball as well as to the main 
auditorium. The vast interior, with seats 
for 5,500 persons, is Romanesque in design, 
in keeping with the exterior. The general 
shape is elliptic, or amphitheatrical 

When Dr. Talmage proposed building the 
first church in this shape he was assured on 
all sides that it would be a failure, as ho 
could not make himself heard. He consult- 
ed with one of the professors of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, who is said to be the 
greatest authority in the country on the 
subject of acoustics, and bis views coincided 
with those of the dominie on the subject. 

The edifice was erected in conformity with 
the pastor's views, and the result justified 
his judgment, The second tabernacle fol- 
lowed the lines of the first and this feature 
is retained in the new building 

The lofty ceiling is domed and divided jnto 
panels, the materal used being a patent fire- 
proof wood, The general coloring is cherry 
with richly decorated panels. The great organ 
rises with its huge collection of richly colored 
pipes, back of the rostrum. The woodwork 
incasing itis of ash, richly panelled and 
ornamented with carved columns. Above 
the organ in an elaborate arch highly orna- 
mented in sterio-relief work and on ench side 
of the rostrum are three smaller arches with 
a series of cfthedral windows. The glass 
used throughout the building is a combina- 
tion of frosted crystal aud various shades of 
yollow, flooding the auditorium with a soft, 
mellow light. 

The small clerestory windows are flanked 
by columns pesting on a course of richly 
panelled work below. 

RELICS FROM THE ROLY LAND. 

There aro two galleries, the fronts of 
which are panelled and elaborately finished 
with sterio-relief work. Tho staircases lead- 
ing to them are numerous, of good width 
and oasy tread, with carved ash rails and 
balusfers. Thy lobbies are spacious and cap 
able of acconimodating a great number of 
people who may be in waiting to occupy the 
seats of absent pewholders 

At the rear of the pews on the main floor 
acarved screen of nsh with drapery will pro- 
fect those occupying tho rear seats from 
draughts and from the annoyance caused by 
late arrivals passing into their pews. The 
walls are neatly freseoed! Electricity and 
gas will illuminate the building, and “steam

“A more unique collection of antiques was 
never before gathered in one place," said the 
Doctor the other day, “and [ have tho 
eatisfaction of knowing they are genuine, 
because I brought them from the various 
places myself.”

THE FIRST TABERNACLE 

In the following year the original Brook- 
lyn Tabernacle was erected next door to the 
old structure. Its capacity 
three thousand. The building was destroy- 
ed by fire in Decensber, 1872, but under the 
leadership of the popular preacher a con- 
gregation had been gathered which could 
not be dismayed by a fire. 

The following year the erection of a Gothiv 
brick and stone church was begun, the 
congrogation meanwhile worshipping in the 
Brooklyn Academy of Music. 

The new church, which could accommodate 
five thousand people, was dedicated Febru 
ary 22, 1574, and on October 15, 1889, it met 
the fate of its predecessor, and the congre- 
gation returned to the Academy. Tho 
property on Schermeorhorn street was sold 
and the site of the present structure was 
purchased, Ground was broke October 2, 
1889, and notwithstanding every obstacle 
encountered, such as differences with insur- 
ance adjusters, injunctions served by 
builders and difficulty in gathering funds, 
Dr. Talmago and his able lieutenants and 
the rank and file of his army have con- 
tributed their time, their energy, and their 
money. to hurry to completion the grand 
temple that testifies to their sacrifices and 
their victories, and stands as a sign and 
symbol of greater victories yet to be gained.

TRADING WIVES. 


A Curious Case and «a Russian Solomon's 
Decision, 

A curious instance of trading with wives 
is reported in the newspaper Kavkaz of 
Tiflis. In the village of Zadroba a peasant 
by the name of Goosein married a good- 
looking young woman, A few weeks later 
his neighbor, Kerimoff, offered to buy his 
wife from him. He was satisfied to sell her 
for cost price if Kerimoff would pay him 150 
roubles which he had spenton his wedding. 
The bargain was made. Goosein signed a 
paper renouncing all his rights on the wo- 
man, and Kerimoff took her to his home. 
Two weeks later the woman disappeared 
from her new home. A search was institut- 
ed, and she was found in the village of 
Karadjaly, living with a man named 
Abdaly-Effendy-Ogly, who had been her suit- 
or before sho was married to Goosein. Poor 
Kerimoff, deprived of his wife and of the 150 
roubles he had paid for her, was in despair. He 
applied to the adminstrative authorities and 
to the clergy, but neither could help him 
At last he sued Abdaly-Effendy for the sum 
of 150 roubles which he had paid for his wife. 
The latter appeared before the Justice and 
pleaded that he had neither robbed nor stolen 
the woman. She had come to him of her 
own accord, and was at liberty to go where- 
ever ehe chose. The Justice dismissed the 
defendant and advised the plaintiff to sue 
the woman herself. She in turn appeared 
before the Court pleading that she had never 
received any money from Kerimoff and 
owed him nothing; she was not responsible 
for the money he had paid to Goosein. Fin- 
ally Goosein, her first husband, was sued, 
All the three husbands of the woman, the 
Tartar, the Mussulman, and the Slav came 
to court; the Slav, Kerimoff, as plaintiff, 
the Tartar, Goosein, as defendant, and 
the Mussulman, Abduly - Effendy, 
as the one who had the woman 
in his possession. After much talking and 
arguing on either side, the Justice rendered 
the following Solomonic decision; “Goosein 
has purchased a righton the woman for the 
sum of money he bad spent on his wedding 
The latter is consequently, entitled to the 
possession of the woman, But since Abduly- 
Effendy is now the actual owner of the wo 
man, he must refund to Kerimoff 
the sum he had expended on the article 
of trade.” “Probatum est!” says the 
paper in Which this is reported, 
“The woman is estimated as an article of 
trade, but the free will which she exercises 
as a human being may be the cause of 
trouble and litigations which her purcha- 
ri take into the bargain at their own

The Prussian Diet Discuss the EMicacy of 
Dr, Koch's Treatment. 

BERLIN, Mayl0.—The depreciated estecm 
in which the Koch method is held was plait- 
ly expressed during the course of yesterday’s 
debate in the lower house of the Prussian 
Diet on the yote for the Koch Iustituts, 
The supporters of the vote spoke in an apolb- 
getico manner. Herr Gralf; a member of the 
Centre party, said it had widoly 
acknowledged that the lymph was of; -value 
as au aid in diagnosis, but the chief interost 
of the public lay in its curative powers 4s a 
remedy for tuberculosis: In this respect 
thero had arisen general disappointment fol- 
lowing the high hopes at first entertained re 
garding the discovery—not only disappoint 
ment but fears also that the use of the lymph 
endangered life. Despite the relative failure 
of the remedy tho discovery of Kochine was 
a scientific achievement of tho first ordor, 
and tho members were therefore bound if 
houor to concur ion the grant asked for 
Prof. Virchow opposed the grant and de- 
nounced Kochivym, asserting that it had 
proved a failore. Hb warned the doctors 
who were using the lymph that they ran a 
grout risk if they persisted in treating their 
patients wieh the alleged remedy. After

As to the firsts the fact is that from the 
fertile lands on each side of the Bay of 
Chaleur, in New Brunswick, to the Oicy of 
Quebeo, the distance is 300 miles, and for 
more than half that distance the railway 
runsalong the St, Lawrence, through a well- 
inhabited country.

He said that Mo- 
Guire could notexpect any morcy froin the 
higher court, and that tho only time he 
could expect to gain his freedom was only 
on the demise of Miss Tucker or on the oo 
casion of her leaving thé country. 

Governor Colvor thon took charge of his 
prisoners and started to convey them to 
the jail, 14 milesaway, using his own rig 
for the purpose, having first handcuffed, as 
he thoughr securely, another prisoner named 
Brown, und MeGuire together, When 
about halfway to the jail McGuire skilfully 
picked the lock of the bandcoff and leaped 
from the rig, and sealing a barb-wire fence 
made for a swamp, pursued by two con- 
stables, one of whom came to grief at the 
barb-wire fence, having there deposited his 
trousers; the other constable gamely kept up 
the chase and captured McGuire at the edge 
of theswamp, where if he hod entered he 
would hive undoubtedly been ‘safe. Mc- 
Guire swam a croek and in his condition this 
action greatly weakened hin.

Sang and Danced Before Death. 

Orrawa, Ill, May 10.—Car) Ford, who 
was hanged here to-day, was awake bright 
and early, and after performing his morning 
ablutions partook of a hearty breakfast. His 
wife called to see him at au early bour and 
rena with him nearly two hours. Her 
grief ws intenso, and the parting of bus- 
band and wife was very pathetic. Ford soon 
rallied from his depressed spirits and indulg- 
ed in singing and dancing. uptil he became 
exhausted. Whon the sheriff had finished 
reading the death warrant Ford said; ** It’s 
ashame that such a fine young fellow as me 
must die—and such a death too.” He made a 
profession of Roman Catholic faith shortly 
before the execution, and a priest of that re- 
ligious denomination was with him during 
the night and ngain at his side early this 
morning. The priest walkel with Ford to 
the scaffold and remained with bim until the 
drop fell, Ford maintained his nerve 
throughout and died firm, His crime was 
the murder, June 23, 1889, of David Moore, 
an Omaha traveling man, Ford’s wife, Kate, 
éuticed Moores to Allen Park, on the banks of 
the Illinois River, where he was set uvon by 
Ford and one Bill O’Brien and beaten to 
death with coupling pins. O'Brien was sen- 
tenced to 14 years’ imprisonment, aud Mrs, 
Ford yesterday received a similar sen- 
tence.

NOT UAUSED BY PROTECTION. 





All the world over, remarks a contem- 
porary, the tendency {s to forsake the 
country for the town, much as that course 
might be questioned on various grounds. 
It has been the theory of Sir Richard Oart- 
wright that where this is found to be the 
case in Oanada it ls due to the protective 
policy. in the States it is apparent toa 
much greater extent than in this country. 
In Germany the cities and towns are boom: 
ing in population at the expense of the 

farm districts. But nowhoro is it the fruit 
of the protective policy, since it Is as 
marked in England as ekewhere, A lead 
ing English newspapor ssys that ‘‘a num- 
ber of facts relating to the recont census 
are leaking out and among them are many 
which show that the agricultural population 
in these islands has very seriously decreased 
during the past decade, while that of the 
manufacturing districts has Increased. Of 
course, it is too early to speak with either 
accuracy or authority, but such figures a, 
have leaked ont in districts so distinct as 
Aberdeenshire, Ayrshire, Banffshire, in 
Scotland, and in the West Riding of York- 
shire, South Lincolnshire, Norfolk,Suffy)k, 
Northampton and Gloucester, in England, 
all point in this direction.” Tho evident 
fact is that in Eaorope, as in America, the 
earnings of factory labor and the rewards 
of business employment usually exceed the 
income from agriculture, and the result is 
that young men desert the farins for the 
towns.

I never>asked tho 
contractors named in the motion for money, 
checks or notes nor did I receive any 
such checks, money or notes for my own use 
or advantage.” He added that he had no 
reason to suspect Mr. Perley of having 
been connected with any of the charges 
made or baving been guilty of any miscon- 
duct, and that as far as the member for Que- 
bec West was concerned he was in the House 
and could sneak for himself, 

Mr. McGreevy briefly stated that when 
the accusation was mado last session he was 
not in the House, but he bad authorized the 
member for Montreal Centre (Curran) to 
take a statement for him totally denying 
the charges. That statement he wished to 
repeat now, The statement was all false and 
got up by a clique, which was conspiring 
Sgainst bim,even to the extent of forging 
his name to lettors he had never written

Vrench Canadians Who Fall to Find Pros 
perity in New Kugland 
Le Quotidien, of Lovie, has published sey 

eral letters from Canadians who had emi- 
grated to New England in the hope of bet- 
tering their fortunes, but whose experience 
has boen such as to induce them to warn 
thoir compatriots against following their 
examp'e, Ont of a hundred families who 
have settled at North Adams, writes Mr, 
8. Ruel, fully ninety would gladly return 
if they had the means. Men are far more 
abundant than work, and many earn hardly 
enough to keep body and soul together. 
There are mon working in tho cotton, wool- 
len, paper and other factories at from 60 to 
75 cente a day, which, at existing rates of 
provisions, does not more than pay thelr 
board, Mr. Ruel entreats any of his friends 
to whom his letter may come to stay where 
theyare. Two others, who write from New- 
buryport and havo been in the States elevon 
yoare,claim to have a thorough knowledge of 
the situation of tholr fellow countrymen who 
have emigrated. Tho say chances of auc: 
cess are r-re, and, of course, more is heard 
of those who get on than of those who fail, 
as the latter are not generally eager to write 
home to their friends, Before writing they 
took pains to inform themselves as to the 
position and prospects of a number of thelr 
friends aud the most of them regretted 
having ever left home. Even those who 
have done any way well would have been 
far more prosperous had they worked half 
as hard on their Canadian farms. Another 
writes from Stourbridge, Mass., in the 
same strain. He has had on experience of 
14 years, and, like many others, had been 
deceived in his calculations. This corres- 
pondent Is more fortunate than some of his 
friends, for he had scraped enough together 
to take him back to his old home on the 
Richellen, He advises those who are 
tempted to grumble at their lot to cultl- 
vate the spirit of industry and economy at 
home and not start off in rash ignorance of 
what the future has in store for them, and 
in the course of time they will have reason 
for thankfulness, instead of regret.

The Belgium rooms in Buckingham Palace 
are to be to a considerable 
rated and refurnished during the uext month 
in anticipation of tho visitof the German 
Emperor, who is to occupy this suite during 
his stay in London, The Emperor proposes 
to visit the Dutch and Belgian when 
on the way to England. According to pre- 
seut arrangements, he will leave Berlin on 
Monday, June 29, for the Hague, whero he 
will stay three days, one of which will be de- 
yoted to a visit to Amsterdam. Tho Emper- 
or will proceod to Brussels on I’riday, July 3, 
and istostay there until Monday, July 6, 
when he comes to Eozlanid. 

There is great annoyauce at the Court of 
Vionna in consequonce of tho failure of the 
attempt to arrange a marriage botwoen the 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand and the Prin- 
coss Elizabeth of Bavaria, granddaughtor of 
the Emperor Francis Joseph. The Archduke 
declared that he found it impossible to fall 
in love with the Princess, and unless he can 
make a marriage of affection he will remain 
single. 

The King of Belgians will spend a fort- 
night in England at the ond of the month, 
for the purpose of still further discussing 
certain questions which have arison in con- 
nection with the Congo. Ho is specially 
anxious to confor with Mr, Stanley, who, 
with Mrs. Stanley, will be very shortly the 
King’s guests either iu Brussels or Ostend. 

In that illustrious old bachelor, Lord 
Powis, White's loses one of its few romaining 
links between the present and tho past, 
Standing in the bistagical bow-window in an 
old-fashioned coat, collar and cravat, Lord 
Powis scomed but yesterday to be a genuine

Tho Mineral Production of Canada 
in ISDO, 
In another colutmo Wo print a slatement 
of the mineral production of the Dominion 
of Canada in 1890, lssued by the Canadian 
Geological Survey undor date of April 7th, 
pres 
ont time in view of the proposed laws alfoot 
jug the mining iaduetry of the proviuce of 
Quobeo and Ontarlo, Which are now 
ing sach a storm throughout the Dominion 
The promplovss with which this report is 
imsued Is commendable,

the Bureau to which tts preparation wasia 
trusted The prosent report is proliminary 
revision in the full repor 
which ls to follow, the quantity and value 
of cortain mineral produc tabeing estimated 
Those, however, are fow in number, and, 
comprising for tho most part structural 
materials, do not invalidate a comp \rison 
of the output of the most important min 
orale produced in Oanada with that of pre 
coding years, 

The total valuo of the minoral products 
of Canada in 1890 was, in round numbors, 
$19,000,000, which wasn alight falling off 
from 18589, whoo it was $10,500,000, but 
still a decided increese over the output of 
1888, which was valued at $16,500,000. 
About 65 per cont of the total product of 
1890 was represented by the seven sub 
stances which constitute tho principal min 
eral wealth of tho Dominion. The value 
of the coal produced formed 53 6 per ceut. 
of the total; gold, G°1 per cont, ; asbestos, 
5 4 per cent, ; nickel, 6°3 por cent, ; cop 
por, 5 1 per cent. ; building stone, 4°9 per 
; aud potreloum, 4°7 per cenbd, 

Tho increase in the coal production was 
vory marked, amounting to nore than $°00,- 
000, which was gain of about 144 por cont 
on the total of 1889. Another striking in- 
crease was mado in the output of an espoci- 
ally Canadian product —asbestos— the val- 
ue of which jumped from only $426,654 in 
1889 to $1,039,661 in 1890. This was 
mainly duo to the increase In the price of the 
mineral, which, on certain grades, rose 
fully 100 per cont. during the yoar, stimu 
lating the indostry so that several oow 
mines wore opened and the old ones worked 
with renewed vigor. Another marked in 
creaso was made in the caso of a minor pro- 
duct—mica—which is, nevertheless, of 
much Importance in viow of the extent to 
whioh it is used by the manuf: cturing 
electrical companies, In 1889 the produs 
tion of mica la Canada was valued at only 
$28,718; while In 1890 it increased to 
$68,074. Tho Canadian *tambe: mica’ Is 
highly valued for electrical purposes on 
account of its flexibility and excellent in- 
sulatiog qualities, and is imported into this 
country in considerable quantities. Of 
greatest interost, however, are tho nickel 
statistics, which show an output of nickel 
in matte from the Sudbury mives, amount- 
ing to 1,336,627 pounds, valued at $1,002,- 
470. The amount of this metal produced 
in 1889 was nut stated, the returns to the 
Survey from the one company producirg at 
that time being confidential, 

In the case of the precious metals, there 
{s a slight falling off in the production of 
gold and a small increase in tho production 
of silver. The decrease in the output cf 
gold is undoubtedly due to the exhaustion 
of the more ossily worked placer deposits 
of British Oolumbis. Itis to be expected 
that the productlon of both the precious 
metals will increase rapidly when the rich 
mineral resources of this province are more 
extentively develcped, A largo amount of 
prospecting work is now being done in tho 
Kootenay country and other districts of 
British Columbia with very promising re- 
sults, bat the region jas: li't'e opened that 
developments are slow. Th» Government 
of British Columbia, however, with com- 
mendable efforts, which contrast strongly 
with the policy of the Eastern provinces, 
which are enacting laws so seriously affect- 
ing the mining industry, is doing all in its 
power to assist mining operations in that 
country, 

On the whole, the mining industry of 
the Dominion does nots em to have ful- 
filled, during the past year, the promise 
that it gave atthe beginning. Had it not 
been for the Increase in coal, asbestos and 
nickel, the total production would have 
shown a marked decrease from that of the 
preceding year. The Dominion of Canada 
is undoubtedly extremely rich in miverals, 
The country, however, is of vast extent, 
sparsely settled, and has such great areas 
with no transportation facilities that its 
development must of necessity be slow. 
The governments of the Eastern provinces 
should unite in fostering their mining in- 
dastry rather than passing laws which 
cannot fail to injuro it.--New York Bn 
gineering and Mining Journal.

Orrawa, May 13,—A special meeting of 
the executive of the Equal Rights Associa- 
tion was beld last evening, when the action 
of the Government in deciding to defray tho 
testing the Manitoba School 
severely criticized, after 

following resolution was 
unanimously adopted: ‘ Resolved, that 
inasmuch as the Dominion Government 
have decided to defray the expense of testing 
the coustitutionality of the Manitoba School 
Act aud bave refused tho like privilege in 
the case of the Jesuit Incorporation and 
Estates Acts of Quebec when such acts were 
challenged by high legal authority, thereby 
permitting the said acts to go into operation 
unquestioned; therefore the conduct of the 
Governmentin the latter case in declining 
the ordeal of a judicial investigation into the 
grave questions involved when requested s« 
to do isa manifestly uofair and unjust dis- 
crimination in favor of the Jesuit Society, 
and lays the Department of Justice, hitherto 
above reproach or suspicion, open to the 
charge of gross partiality in its dealings be- 
tween different classes of Her Majesty's 
subjects, and wehopo steps will be taken 
during the present session of Parliament to 
vindicate the rights of all citizens to equal 
access to courts of law aud a condemnation 
of the policy of granting special favors to 
one class and refusing like facilities to an- 
other class of Canadian citizens.”

A College Boy's Estate. 


The Fortune Amassod by an Irishman, 

Tho Toronto News says: ‘Patrick Tar- 
ley, a prominent resident of Frankford, o 
little village on the River Trent, 15 miles 
from Belleville, died eight years ago and 
his eatate has been the source of much litt- 
gation since. He came to this country # 
penniless boy from Ireland, but by his 
energy and Industry amassed a fortune of 
over $250,000, ovfisisting of property in 
the county of Hastings and in Belleville, 
A portion of the estate worth $25,000 was, 
according to his will, to be held 
in trust for Donald, the youngest son of the 
deceased, The boy Is yet only seventeen, 
and is a student at St. Michael's 
College, Toronto. Some time ago 
ib was presumed that the  trus- 
tees’ dealings with the estate wore a 
trifle shady, and asult was brought and 
the courd vested the trust in the Toronto 
General Trusts Company. The only pe- 
culiar circumstance discovered wes that two 
of the trustees, Turley, a brothor of the in- 
fant Donald, and Jordan had teen loan- 
ing themselves out of the estate to a large 
extent. An account of their dealings with 
the property was taken by the local Master 
at Belleville and a balance of $84 was de- 
olared to be yet due the estate from the 
trustees. On motion of J. P. McOoll, of 
Cobourg, Chiof Justice Galt on Wednesday 
ordered the trastees to pay this.”

At Bari, in south-eastern ltaly, the mem- 
bers of a notorious Italian se2ret soclety, 
closely reseinbling the Mafia, are now on 
trial for various criminal acts. Of this so- 
ciety and its methods the London Globe 
speaks as follows: 

The titlo of the society, ‘‘Mala Vita,” 
which signities **evil life,”’ is taken, Reuter's 
agent says, from a novel by Deagio Como, 
which, at the time of its publication, was 
tremendously popular in Italy. ‘Lhe dis- 
covery of the conspiracy was due to the dir- 
closure of nine members of the soclety who 
became informers. A person wishing to 
become a member had to be introduced by 
a member to the chief of the society, who 
would then Instruct another associate to in- 
stitute a rigorous {nquiry as to whegher or 
not the applicant was worthy of admissien, 
All these negotiations were conducted 
in a species of thieves’ slang. There 
wero three grades of mombers cach poesess- 
ing a separate head, and to a certain 
extent keeping separate accounts, The 
chlef of the Uamorristes held the title of 
‘*Wise Master,” and the Camorrlates were 
tho senior or superior branch of the organ- 
ization. When the admission of a new 
associate had been resolved upon a meeting 
of the sect in which he was to be enrolled 
was convened, and the formality of taking 
a vote upon the question having been gono 
through, the candidate was led into the 
place of meeting. An interrogatory and 
interchange cf sclera ia conducted io 
the secret dialect of the body, next en- 
sued, The novice was finally sworn in 
with great mystery. After the ceremony 
of Initiation, the chief delivered a 
a fantastic harangue intended to in- 
timidate the membor by impressing 
him with a due sense of the fear- 
ful pains and penalties which wou!ld 
certainly attend any betrayal of the socio- 
ty’s secrets or interests. No one was al- 
lowed to join the crganizition who had been 
a gendarme, a policeman or a custom house 
oflicer. The principal object of the society 
appears to have been brigandage. In the 
event of any person selected to carry out 
the soclety’s decrees failing to do so, he was 
visited with the same penalty that he had 
been deputed to glve effect to in the case 
of another. When a member was promoted 
to the superior grade and became a Camor- 
riste, he had to undergo u ceremony similar 
to that which accompanied his first admis- 
sion to the society, with certain additions, 
such as a mock combat with dangers. He 
was also obliged to have certain desigus or 
hieroglyphics tattooed upon his body, by 
which he would at any time in the future

THE DUTY UN SUGAR. 


Somebody, it appears, has been tele- 
graphing from Ottawa that a deputation of 
sugar refiners had visited the Capital to 
induce the Government to remit the duty 
on raw sugar and to add a corresponding 
amount to the duty on the refined article, 
as to which the Ottawa Citizen remarks 
that the only thing to be esid about this is 
that nosuch deputation over visited Ot- 
tawa ; indeed we do not know that any 
deputation of refiners has visited Ottawa 
this year for any such purpose, or for any 
other. The representative of one refinery 
was here a couple of weeka ago, but his 
business was connected with the bonding 
of sugar, and had no reference to duties, 
A deputation of confectioners waited on 
the Ministers of Oustoms and Finarco last 
week and asked either that raw sugar be 
admitted free or that the duty on confection- 
ery be increased, as they were at present 
placed at great disadvantage by the opera- 
tlon of the American tariff. This is a very 
different thing from increasing the duty on 
refined sugar. As to the placing of raw 
sugar on the free list, we understand that 
the refiners are all heartily in favor of it, 
and are quite willing that a corresponding 

reduction should be made in the duty on 
the refined article, as was done in the 
Usited States. The whole question with 
regard to the sugar daties is one of revenue. 
If the Government thinks it can afford to 
lose the amount of duty now co!lected on 


raw sugar, or If it thinks it would be well 
to reduce the duties on the sugar and in- 
crease the duties on spirits, or some other 
articles, we have no doubt it will be quite 
willing to place raw sugar on the free list 
and reduce the duties on refined ; and the 
refiners will probably be as well pleased 


with the arrangement as anybc dy else,

The Flow of Gold. 

LonpDon, May 15.—Thbe Times bolieves the 
Russian Goverament will withdraw £3,000, 
000 from London within the next month or 
two, and thatit is doubtful whether the 
Bank of England willbe able to withdraw 
that amount from America. ‘Besides 
which,” adds The Times, ‘there is strong 
probability of a partial failure of European 
crops, which would cause a drain of gold to 
America iv the autumn.” 


Bradstreet's Reports Quiet Business with 
Slow Collections in Ontario. 

New York, May 15.—The volume of 
general trade, as previously reported, has 
been fairly well maintained. Noteworthy 
exceptions are at New Orleans, where the dull 
season is almost at its height, and at New 
York, where drygoods, yroceries and hard- 
ware have not been distributed with custoim- 
ary freedom,and lator troubles bave interfer- 
ed with building operations and metal indus- 
tries. Lumber generally is not in as active 
demand as a year ago, and bides are dull, 
There has been a slight advance in tobacco, 
Sales of wool have increased, principally of 
foreign. Refined sugar is off 4yc on slack 
demand and. increasing stocks, Drygoors 
are in better Gemand, but low prices have 
nided the distribution, The tone of cotton 
goods prices is, as a rule, better than last 
week at first hands, andsome bleached goods 
have been advanced, Print cloths are very 
much depressed and stocks are increasing. 
Grain crop reports continue of a promisiog 
nature and in some instances credits have 
been extended by western jobbers owing to 
the favorable outlook for the farmer and 
country storekeeper, Large wheat yields 
reported the Pacific © Coast. 
Wheat crop reportsare excellent throughout 
the country, butfor years past have upi- 
formly lost iu condition between April and 
July from 2 to 8 per cent. The prospect, 
therefore, is for a harvest of not more 
than 500,000,000 bushels, although some have 
estimated the probable output at from 
520,000,000 to 550,000,000 bushals. 

General trade in the Dominion of Canada 
isquiet, ‘Thereis only a fair demand for 
dry goods from Ontario, Inthe Province of 
Quebec trade is said to be dull, without im- 
mediate prospects of marked} improvement. 
Collections are slow. The Dominion re- 
ports 80 business failures this week, against 
$1 last week and 16 this week last year, The 
total number Jan. 1 to date is 807, against 
740 last year.

Tho committee's report admits that is diffi- 
cult to arrive at the exact truth, as to the 
crueltios to which it isalloged cattle on board 
Ship are subjected, owing to the fact that it 
is in the interest of all concerned to conceal 
the real facts. Tho committee, however, is 
inclined to beliove that cruelty to cattlo is 
rarely practised except by the inferior class 
of cattlemon already réferred to. 

Continuing, the report says that indirectly 
the condit#ns of the insurance of cattle 
shipped to Europe are such as to entail a cer- 
tain amount of suffering. The certificates of 
insurance, it appears, generally state that no 
claim can be made for any animal landed 
alive, however much they have been fnjured 
luring the voyage. It is the belief of cattle 
foremen that no insurauce will be paid un- 
less the animal diesw natural death, In con- 
tradiction of this, thé representatives of the 
insurance companies say that do not make it 
a condition of payment of insurance that no 
boastsshall be slaughtored “on the voyage. 
Tho evidence of cattlemen, however, proves 
tht either'the cattleomen do not know this 
or that they consider it more to their interest 
to land the cattle alive though injured. The 
insurance companies in order “to” encourage 
the cattlomen to “handl6é their charges as 
carefully as possible give gratuities to these 
meu. The committes, With the above and 
other facts, expresses “the opinfon that it is 
not surprishug thud cAttlomen have wistaken 
views in slaughtering injured animals and 
that they have olted képt cattle alive though 
the latter were Suffering from broken legs. 

Tn conclusion, the report says tnat cattle 
should not be carried ou poop decks or under 
temporary shelters or upper decks. The re- 
port also says that the committee regards the 
comfort aud safety olcattle on board ship 
as largely dependent upon the strength and 
efllicienicy of the pens and their fittings, 
which are often insecure, especially in the 
case of Canadian vessels, 

The report recommends that, where ample 
ventilation for cattle is impossible, such 
vessels should be considered to be unfit for 
the cattle trade, The com- 
mittee is of the opinion that-a foreman re- 
quires not less than four competent assistants 
for 100 head of cattl. The foreman 
ind bis assistants should be required to sign

Care of the Hands. 

There are not nearly seo many secrets in 
hand treatment as peoploimagine, A little 
ammonia or borax in the water you wash 
with, and that water just lukewarm, will 
keep the skin clear and soft. A little oat- 
meal mixed with the water will whiten the 
hands, Many people uae glycerine on 
their hatids when they go to bed, wearing 
gloves tc keep the bed clean ; but glycerine 
does not agree with every one, says the 
New York Ledger. It makes some skips 
harsh and red. There people should 
rub their hands with dry oatmeal, and 
wear gloves in bed. The best prepara- 
tion for the hands at night is white of an 
egg, witha grain of alum dissolved in it. 
Quacks have a fancy name for it, but all can 
make it, They also make the Roman 
toilet paste. . It is merely the white of an 
egg, barley flocrand honey. They say it 
was used by the Romans in olden times.

The new member for London, Mr. Hyman, 
made his first effort in the House to-day in 
the form of a practical speech on a matter of 
considerable importance to the Forest City. 
He spoke fluently and confidently upon tho 
subject of the camp of militia for the district, 
and was listened to with attention and re- 
spect ashe discussed the Government's policy 
of rewards and punishments, He moved for 
an order for a copy of all correspondence 
papers and reports in possession of the Gov- 
ernment relating to the locality for holding 
the camp of Militia District No. 1 for the 
years 18¥0 and 1891, Ho contended that the 
fact of a camp being held in any othor place 
than London was an injustice to that city. 
He told how in 1884 or 1885 he was a mem- 
ber of a deputation that came from the city 
of London and endeavored to make 
on arrangement by which a military 
school should be established in Lon- 
don. Tho result was an arrangemen that 
the city should purchase certain property 
kuown as the Carling Farm, and that the 
Government should give in return certain 
ordnance lands which they had in the city, 
presumably of the same valuo as the Carling 
Farm.

city, the doubling cf its present population 
during the next decade is not beyond the 
reach of probability. 

Let all tho people of Belleville unite in 
praising and crying up our lovely and pro- 
gressive little city, Instead of—as somo of 
them have done—decrying and running it 
down—and tho effoct will be beneficial to 
the place and to all who have an interest in 
its welfare,

TOUCHED Als HEART. 


Wonderful Surgery That Saved a Life Io 

° Chicago. 

CricaGo, May 18.—Surgeoos West and 
Bouffler have performed a difficult operation 
on Luke Branick at the County Hospital. It 
consisted in sowing up a kuife-wound that 
penetrated the outer covering of the heart. 


Bradick was brought to the hospital in 
almost a dying condition. Dr. Bouffler 
made an incision five inuebes long 


extending inthe median line through the 
peritoneum. A gush of dark blood from tne 
previous iuterual hemorrhage flowed from 
the incision. Silken sponges were placed 
between the intestines and the liver was 
pulled down and tied. 

The surgeon followed the course of the 
knife, His tinger was passed upwards aud 
found an opening inthe diaphragm, This 
sottied the questidu of life and death with 
the nurses and attendants) The man 
may be dead. But Dr. West's floger passed 
on through the opening when he looked up 
tn surprise and hastily withdrew bis band. 

“This man is living. Itouched his heart, 
I felt its pulsations,” said he. 

The opening inta the diaphragm led into 
the pericardial cavity. The heart was flut- 
tering and the patient was sinking rapidly. 
Hastily a suture was passed through the 
edges of the wound and the opening in tha 
diaphragm was closed. An “MM” shaped 
stick was put into the liver and the upper 
part of the abdominal cavity was sponged 
out. Theabdominal incision was then closed 
with ioloform gauze and occlusive dressing. 
The man was still living and is still alive, 
The operation was performed aq fortnight 
ago, and yesterday Branick was preparing to 
be removed to hishome. He is 24 years old,

eggs to Great Britain is an intorosting sub 
ject to the provision trade at present, and 
there Is no gentleman, at leastjin the trade, 
who has every faith in its ultimate succees, 
This gentloman Ia Mr. Jno. T. Warrington, 
of Bellevillo, ono of tho largest cheeso 
oxportors in the country, and If ample 
proparations are any reason for success, 
it is already assured. Tho initial ship- 
ment by the firm cn the Sardinian has al- 
ready been referred to in theee columns 
and they aro daily handling and preparing 
lots for fature shipment. Mr, Warring on 
has every faith in the success of the venture, 
and says that arsurances are not wanting by 
any means, as his trial shipmenta last year 
gave satisfactory results. He claims that 
the Canadian egg possesses ecveral aivan- 
tages over the continental stock offered on 
the English market, one of the most im- 
portant being in the matter of weight—for 
whoreas the Earopean egg only averages 144 
lbs. to the 120, he guarantees all his ship- 
ments to average 15 lbs.; while many will 
ruo up to 16 lbs. Then, too, the Canadian 
mode of packing he considers a distinct ad- 
vantage, as it is a novelty which is not only 
attractive, but really a decided improvement 
on the cumbrous method at present in 
vogue on the other side, which we aban- 
doned long ago. And finally, as to the 
prospects of favorable return he has no 
doubt. Tho eggs can be oarried in the 
forehold of the vessel, under the water quite 
safely, and with tho presont prices thoro is 
a far wider margin than on cheese, s couple 
of cents a dozen in fact, as against a fraoc- 
tion of a cent per pound on cheese, so that 
bo is satisfied to take a little more risk. 

‘When my father went into the import- 
ing of Canadian cheese,” said Mr, War- 
rington, ‘everyone predicted a failure, and 
now they are starving for it, and [have the 
strongest hopes of the same result in the 
case of eggs.”

The Two Wills, 

Mr. Michael Purcell, tho youngest brother, 
lives in a large comfortable house about a 
quarter of a mile above the cemetery. His 
son Patrick was a great favorite of the de- 
ceased, and was by the first willleft one of 
the largest shares of his uncle's money 
There are, as stated the other day, two wills 
and the last one, which bequeathes the 
greater part of the fortune left to charitable 
institutions, will be contested by the family. 
It connection with this it may be stated that 
another nephew was not equally fortunate 
with young Patrick, the old gentleman cut- 
ting him off with a shilling, which in this in- 
stance took the shape of a hundred dollars 
and tho fastest horse in his stables; the latter 
intended, the deceased is said to have stated, 
to carry the young man outof the country 
as quickly as possible. 

Mrs, Purcell, the wife of the deceased M.P., 
is still living in the Purcell homestead, 
named “Fairfield,” a bandsome structure 
erected on a high kooll in Summerstown 
about five miles from the cemetery and com- 
mauding a beautiful view over Stanley 
Island, the well-known summer resor6, 
which has been tho headquarters of the de- 

sotives and all those engaged in the search 
for the body. The death of her husband in 
itself and the news of the grave robbery 
have entirely unnerved Mrs, Purcell. 

Where the Body was Taken, 

From information gathered from vyarious 
sources it is protty certain that the body was 
not taken into a boat, but towed along be- 
hind it and taken over toa group of three 
small islands a little down the river known 
as the “Three Sisters,” where it was probably 
anchored for the night, and some men who 
went ou a searching party state that on Fri- 
day night they founda buoy in the river 
near the shore of one of these islands 
but could not lift it to the surface, whatever 
it might be that was attached to it.

The next sale of Canadian cattle will be 
in Glasgow, on Wednesday, and as the 
same regulations are In force here the pros- 
pects are certainly not cncouraging fora 
favorable retarn, The season has certainly 
not opened in e satisfactory manner and 
what makes matters woree there is no pro 
spect of any Improvement in the near fu- 
ture. Tho Canadian farmer will not euf- 
fer to any great oxtent through theee re- 
strictions, however, as hoe has luckily 
sold all his fat cattle at high prices and 
before the stocker trade commences 
In earnest it is hoped that the diffi 
culties and obstructions will be removed. 

At the East End abattoir to-day there 
were 450 cattle, 250 sheep and lambs, and 
600 calves. Trade was dull and prices 
lower, butchers having matters pretty mach 
their own way. The best butchers’ cattle 
sold at Bbc@bhc, while fairly good stock 
could be had at 4fc. Shippers picked up 
about four loads to fill up with, but did not 
appear anxious and only took bargains, pay- 
{ng 5c@5go. The market on the whole was 
bad and unsatisfactory to the se'lers. 
Calves were moved very slowly at $1@85.50 
each and sheep and lambs being of inferior 
quality sold off, €2.50@$5.50 being the idoa 
for lambs and $3.50@§7 for sheep.

Scarcity of Cattle in the West. 

The receipts of cattle at the stock yards 
for the firet part of this yoar havo been al- 
most a half less than they were for a cor 
responding period Inst yoar. Tho reasons 
for thie decided falling cff are numerous. 
Ono ia that the rapid advance in prices has 
caurod the ownors of atock to hold the atock 
cattle to feed thomsclyes, Then in Dakota 
and Nabraska cattle cannot fatten alto 
gether on tho native grasses. In Montana 
grass fod cattlo can be taken off tho ranch 
roliing with fat ond sent direct to the 
buceher. Tho high price of corn has, as a 
consequence, caused thousands of cattly tu 
be sont from those states, the very ones 
which furnish the Sioux City market, to 
Montana to be fed on tho ranges, Stosk- 
men report train load after train load of 
stuff moving to Montana over the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific roads to be 
fedand returned to the butchersin the 
fall. They report that but very little of the 
stuff is changing hands, and most of it will 
be fed in Montana by the owners 
before it is shipped. Another causo 
is that the Government hus advertised for 
contracts to furnish the Indians with bo- 
tween 40,000 and 50,000 head of cattle. 
The specifications require that the cattle 
must be alldomesticstock. This practically 
shuts out Texas cattle and leaves the 
Northwest to fill the contracts. Stockmen 
say that the ranchmen are bidding on the 
contracts, and aaa consequence are hold- 
ing back large quantities of stock in case 
they should be awarded them, The cattlo 
advertised for are as many as havo been re 
ceived in Sioux City since January 1. This 
outs a bigh hole in the cattle supply of tho 
Northwest. tundreds of cattle this yoar 
will be fed on grass until thenew corn crop 
comes in. Oorn, itis expected, will be 
cheaper then, and the cattle will be finished 
up on it In the fall, preparatory to market- 
ing. While it is thought generally that 
there willbe as many cattle on grass as 
ever before, not half so many stock cattle 
will goto market, although as many of 
them are being taken as are offered for 
sale. Most of the stock Is being held by 
the original ownors because of the excel- 
lent prospects for profit. It is predicted 
that next yesr's cattle run will be large and 
of good quality-—Sioux City Journal,

Did you ever notice what a rut you will 
getto moving in unless you exercise the 
freatestcare? Take, for instance,the com- 
ing down town in the morning. Some 
business men have a cholce of street car 
lines, but most of thom have only the one 
line. If it is a cable car, of course he has 
to alight on the one side; but he will fol- 
low the same rule with the street car just 
as much as though the iron gate was there, 
too. This is partly becauso his placo of 
business is on the one side, bat mostly 
from habit, And most men will not wait 
for a street car to stop. They have a sort 
of sneaking idea that it is unmanly to haye 
a streeb car stop to cithor get on or off, 
And so they will jump and stumble and 
fall, and anything rather than st »p the car. 
And this sontinual alightlog with the 
welght of the body thrown upon one foot 
has ‘resulted in serious Injuries to many 
men, and probably permanent injury to 
some.

The Grit story as to the selling of eggs in 
Ottawa county to dealers by country mor- 
chants at 7 centa per dozon is thus finally 
disposed of by the Ottawa Citizen : ‘In an- 
other column will be found a letter from 
Mr. John Oshill, of Calumet Island, with 
reforence to the eggs which tho Free Press 
stated were purchased from him for seven 
conta dozen, Mr. Cahill states positively 
that he has not paid leas than ten cents 4 
dozen for oggs this season, and that he would 
not soll below cost. Tho particular lot of 
eggs roferrod to he saya he sold to Mr. Hick- 
ey, for ten cents a dozen. Mr, Hickey, it 
appears, was taken ill, and may, therefore, 
have sold the eggs for what he could get, to 

ayoid their spoiling on his hands. Itis not 
stated that any special ropreacntation was 
made to himtoinduce him to sell the eggs for 
Tess than they cost him. ‘The lotter of Mr. 
Qahill’s is « flab contradiction of the story 
started in the Free Press thab eggs woro 
selling along the line of the Pontiac Pacific 
Railway for “six to seven cents a dczon.” 
Even if this one lot was sold at seven centa, 
without any special representation keing 
made to Mr. Hickey, it does not show that 
that was tho regular price of oggs at Camp- 
boll’s Bay, but merely that a sick man took 
what he could get for eggs which might 
otherwise have apoiled on his hands. Tho 
Citizen has abundantly shown that the 
Free Press, for political purposes, wilfully 
perverted the truth when it represented the 
price of eggs along the Pontiac Pacific Rail- 
way as being only six to seven cents a 
» dozen; and, also, that an attempt was made 


___-by two parties, who trayolled along the 


Pontiac Pacific Railway, to get five cents a 
dozen taken off the price of eggs on account 
ofthe assertion made by the Free Press 
that the Canadian farmer liad to pay the 
duty imposed by the McKinley bill—which 
attempted swindle was exposed by Mr. F. 
D. Disdon, in a letter to the Citizen. 


A supplement to the annual report of the 

Department of Railways aud Canals shows 
that the total revenue from tolls amounted 
to $348,059 for 1890, compared with $381,- 
109 during 1889, an apparent docrease of 
$33,049 ; but an actual decrease, taking ac- 
count of rebates, equel to $25,960. Of the 
245,932 tons of grain which passed through 
the Welland Canal to United States ports, 
16,483 tons wore transhipped at Ogdensburg 
and passed down the St. Lawrence canals 
to Montreal. The robate on tho former 
amounted to $2,957, and on tho latter $232. 
From tho foregoing figures it will be seen 
that the quantity of grain passed down the 
Welland Canal from United Stats 5p 
United’ Statos ports, has at« adily increased 
each year from 47,029 tons in 1880 to 245,- 
92 tons in 1890, being an increase of 198,- 
903 tons, and an increase over the provious 
year of 32,166 tons. Tho quantity to Mont- 
real shows a decrease of 89,256 tons for 
1890 from tho previous year, and 104,293 
tons less than in 1880.

Hiram J, Maxim Thinks He Has Solved 


the Problem of Sailing Tiirough th cAlr, 

Wasuineton, D.C., May 21.—Hiram J. 
Maxim, one of the Americans who makes 
guns in Europe because he can get a better 
market for them there, is Just now working 
outa flying machine with which he proposes 
to revolutionize methods of rarfare, Mr. 
Sfaxim isin Washington and to-day talked 
upon his plans fora flying machine, 

“Tf I can riso from the coast of France,” he 
said,“‘safl through the air across the Channel 
and drop half a ton of nitro-glycorine upon 
an English city I can revolutionize tho world. 
I believe I can do itif I live long enough. 
If 1 dio some one will come after mo who 
will be successful where I failed.” 

Mr. Maxim has built at bis workshop near 
Kent, England, a small flying machine with 
a wooden screw a8 its motive power, 1 he 
screw revolves all the way from 100 to 25 0 
revolutions per minute, 

“What is your machine like?” be was asked 

“ What is the size of your large machine? 4 

“It will be 110 feet wide and forty feet 
long. It will be propelled by two immense 
wooden screws, néarly eighteen feet in 
diameter, looking very much like the screws 
of ocean steamers, only with broader blades. 
Tho steam is generated by heating copper by 
petroleum, and is condensed after being usec 
so that we get along with two gallons of 
water, The boiler is of the tnest Whitworth 
steel, and we will use about forty pounds of 
petroloum per hour,” [

A SIGNIFICANT VICTORY. 


Volition! Strike in 
Ended, 

Lonvon, May 22.—The working classes of 
Belgium have won a signal victory in com- 
pelling the central iou of the Chamber of 
Representatives to declare in favor of a re- 
Vision of the constitution. The great strike 
Started in the early part of the month was 
unprecedented in its motive, which had 
nothing to do directly with wages or 
hours, but was intended as the only protest 
tho disfranchised workingmen could make 
against tho denial of the suffrage. They 
determined that if they could not vote 
thoy would not work aud that the con- 
stitution must"be revised in the interest of 
liboral suffrage. The ple, organ of the 
workingmen, called on the Ministry *to make 
a frank declaration regarding the revision of 
the constitution, wnich the workmen believed 
to be destined to oblivion by calculated de- 
lays. ‘The strike spread throughout the four 
great coal basins of Belgium, and oue after 
another the various industries fellinto line 
with the movement,and trade and commerce 
were threatened with paralysis. 

Tho loading mine owners and motallur- 
gists became alarmed. They exposed to the 
king the immense injury already done and 
the greater injury threatened to Belgium 
industry by the delay in voting for revision. 
Tho traders of Serang petitioned the Cham- 
bers in the same The wildest rumors 
gotafloat and almost created a panic. It 
Was said and even published that German 
troops would enter Belgium to re-establish 
order, This reportaroused patriotic indig- 
nation, but did not put an end to the strife. 

Numerous arrests were made witha view 
strikers; but the men re- 
mained firm, and at length the majority of 
the Chamber formally signified willingness 
to support the proposed revision and aid in 
effecting a substantial reform. To-day the 
strike ended, and the Belgian workingmen 
are everywhere jubilant over their victory. 
Should there be any faltering on the part of 
the Ministry or the Chamber the workinog- 
men stand ready to come out again at the 
call of their leaders.

All Signs Forbidding Sporting To Be At 
Once Taken Down, 

Dayton, O.; May 23.—After a long dis 
cussion the Dunkard conference bas resolved 
that members of the church should at once 
destroy allsignson their farms that forbid 
hunting.

Oppose an Export Duly o® Nickel, 

Straigutr Lake, May 21.—The proposition 
to Impose an export duty on nickel, advocated 
by Mr. Imrie of Nova Scotia, is universally 
condemned bere, Such aduty would bea 
death-blow to the nickelindustry, from which 
much is expscted in this district, and would 
be disastrous to the interests of the Province 
of Ontario, 

It is indignantly asked why should such a 
duty so detrimontal to the interasts of Ontario 
be imposed for the special benefit of a few 
coal men in Nova Scotia. 

As the results of the recent oxperimonts of 
the American Government have settled 
tho future of nickel actual mining operations 
are being rapidly pushed forward, and a 
number of nickel properties in this district, 
especially in the Townships of Moncrief and 
Craig, are being doveloped and giving em- 
ployment toa large numberof mop. The ore 
deposits which are in the Huronian formation 
are in proximity to extensive dikes of diorite, 

The ore itself isa mixture of ch ulcopyrita 
and pyntrotite carrying large proportions of 
nickel and resembles the ores being worked 
at Sudbury with the oxception {hat it is cou- 
siderably richor. 

A gang of men under tho direction of 
Captain La Peche aro operating a diamond 
drill recently received from the Diamond 
Prospecting Company of Chicago with very 
satisfactory results, Tho nickel veins or de- 
posits in this vicinity are unusually wide, and 
assays show that the ore increases greatly in 
richness as dopth is reached. This immense 
deposit, according to analysis, contains over 
20 per cent. of nickel as sulphurot of nickel 
and sulpburet of iron, 

Marquette capitalists are negotiating to 
acquire a large tract some three miles from 
hore, and it is said that the location in Craig 
owned by a Toronto gentleman named Fair- 
clough will shortly change hands ata big 
figure, the buyers being a wealthy syndicate 
of English capitalists

That the matter of the drain on Queen 
astroot be submitted to the City Solicitor to 
report thereon. 

That 100 cords more of broken stone bo 
purchased from Mr, Lott, at $4.50 per 
cord, 

Mayor Porter spoke of the deputation 
thao visited Ottawa in roferonce to procur- 
ing relief for the bonuses which tho city 
had given the Grand Junction railway. No 
dotinite action had yet boon determined 
upon by the Government, 

On motion the Council went into com- 
mittee on reports, Ald. Skinner in the 
chair. 

The Finance Committee's report was 
takon up. 

The mattor of tho erection of a shed in 
rear of No.1 fire hall caused some discussion, 

Ald. Wallbridge moved in amendment, 
that the clause in the report regarding the 
stable be strack out, and that the Fire com- 
mittee report, recommending that a building 
be erected at a cost of $78, bo adopted. 

Ald. Fowell did not consider it necessary 
to place a stable outalde of the bullding; an 
improvement, in his opinion, could be made 
to the present stable. 

Ald. Bogart was of opinion that a stable 
erected outside would be exposed to floods. 

Ald. Yeomans spoke In the same atrain 
upon the subject. 

Ald. Ponton stated that brioks were torn 
off the building by the flood this spring. If 
the stable proposed was erected north of the 
hall, it would probably be swept away. 

Ald. Anderson was opposed to the struc- 
ture being erected upon the alte proposed 
by the Fire Oommittee. 

Ald. Hanley was in favor of the report 
of the Executive Committee, which on mo- 
tion was adopted, 

The clause relating to the Gas Company 
was considered, 

Ald, Anderson was of the opinion that 
the Council should deal with the Gas Oom- 
pany. The Company should be a partner 
in the agreement, 

Ald. Ponton said it was essential that the 
Ocmpany should be a partner with the City 
in the agreement. 

After somo farther discuaslon the rocom- 
mendation was adopted. 

The Public Works Committee’s report 
wae next considered. 

The recommendation that the petition of 
Messrs. Downey & Vo.,, relative toa alding 
at the wharf be not entertained, was firat 
discussed. 

Ald. Hanloy, Ponton, Collins and Bogart 
were in fayor of the petition being granted, 
it traffic to and from tho wharf was nob 
impeded. 

On motion the matter was referred back 
to the Public Works Committee. 

{t was ordored that 100 cords of broken 
stone be purchssed from Mr. Lott. 

On motion Mr, R. Bogle was heard. He 
referred to the improvements which he had 
made upon the corners of Pinnacle and 
Hotel streets, where his college was situat-

The yeas and nays were called and re- 
sulted as follows ;

fho preachor began bis 
marking that ib was a ploasiog evidence of | 
thelr unity as Obristians that the membors | 
of other bodies wore ablo to unite with them 
in worship. They all, thank God, acknow- | 
ledged one God tn Trinity and Trinity in | 
unity—a doctrine which was that day com- 
momorated by the Church. ‘This was the 
true God which the text exhorted us to fear, 
and whom to servo was their duty and hap- 
piness. But the text and also the national 
namo of the day (continued the preacher), 
reminds us of the honor which is dae, and 
which we gladly render our earthly Sove- 
reign, Queen Victoria. 

The preacher hero seid that the text had 
been suggested by his secing the words on 
8 headstone at the gravo of Capt. Wm. Rut 
tan (grandfather of Dr, Kuttan of Napanee), 
who sleeps in the adjacent churchyard. 
Such words opened to thema glimpse of the 
stamp of men the U, E, Loyalist ploneers 
were, ‘The words of the toxt being written 
on his tombstone doubtless in the first place 
expressed the departed hero's sense of duty 
to his heayenly King and his earthly Sove 
reign, and his gratitude to God for bringing 
him to the pleasant spot where he had made 
his new home under the sheltering folds of 
the flag he loved, and for which he had suf- 
fored the loss of all things, And in the sec- 
ond place, it contains his charge to his do- 
scendants to be faithful to the same great 
obligations, And was not the old loyalist 
right when he called this Canada of ours a 
**good land"? Good politically, for here 
wo enjoy British laws and British freedom; 
good in the patriotiam and enterprise of its 
sons, Since confederation in 1867 what 
country had ever advanced more rapidly 7 
Good in the fruitfulness of the soil, in the 
treasures of its forests, of its waters, of its 
mighty plains and pralries ; good in the 
contentment of the people in their peaceful 
and law-abiding disposition. ‘And our 
noble Queen'—She who is the gracious 
symbol of the Empire's honor, glory, virtue 
and freedom—is she not worthy of all the 
love and devotion which are gathered about 
her throne? She has striven to Ilye 
worthily. Through more than half a cen- 
tury she has set a pure and high example 
of duty and conduct inthe midst of her 
people, court and family. May she far 
surpass tho oldest of her predecessors in 
number of years, as she has outdone the 
most illustrious of them in honor and 
glory. 

But, said the preacher, some of my 
hearers may be asking themselyes what has 
all this to do with the organization to which 
wo bolong and tho main object of our 
meeting here todsy? I answer, much 
everyway ; for it is owing to our civil and 
religious liberty; to the absence of national 
grievances ; to our peace, order and happl- 
ness that auch societies asthe A.O.U,W. 
have any existence at all. 

Yake any country in past or present 
times, where despotism and mis-govern- 
ment, popular discontent and repression 
prevails, what is the result? First, an 
absenco of heart, or inclination to start 
such societios. Second, if even a society 
should by any chance be started it would 
immediately create suspicion among the 
government officials, Police espionage 
would follow, and the society would soon 
be, on some pretext, extinguished. 

But in this ‘‘good land” of ours, beneyo- 
lent societies not only can cxist, but flourish, 
and the A.O.U.W. is a conspicuous example 
of this fact. For this order, whose found- 
ations were laid but 25 years ago, by 13 
workingmen, in obscurity and without any 
parade, has grown into a noble temple of 
charity, which, to say, lifts its spires to 
wards the heavens, from whose peaks and 
turrets float 4,000 banners, waving triumph- 
antly over as many lodges, having an en- 
rolled army of more than 260,000 strong, 
who have poured out into tho laps of the 
widows and orphans of the brotherhood 
$33,000,000, and are now disbursing $4,- 
000,000 annually. 

Brethren, in this truly philanthropic 
work in which we are engaged, we are sure 
we have the hearty support and commend- 
ation of every one who has a heart to feol 
and sympathy to bestow. 

The preacher concluded his able sermon 
with an earnest appeal to the members of 
the society, to cultivate the heavenly virtue 
of charity, Animated by such a spirit, he 
eald, fervent in love, who can calculate the 
amount of good that may be achieved 
through the instrumentality -of the order 
in the cause of benevolence and humanity.

THE MANITOBA SCHOOL ACT. 


In Constitutionality Under Discussion Bo 


fre the Supreme Court. 


Orrawa, May 27,—In the Supreme Court 
to-day the appeal of Barrott vs. City of Wio- 
nipeg was taken up, 5. H. Blake opeaing on 
bohalf of appellants, This is a caso to test 
the constitutionality of the School Acta 
passed by the Province of Manitoba and 
which abolishes Separate Schools thore. Mr, 
Blake commenced by pointing out that tho 
legislation which was proposed by the Mani- 
toba School Acts was to oliminate from tho 
schools all Roman Catholic books and teach- 
ers and to make thom exclusively Protestant 
schools. If Roman Catholics were to have 
schools they would require to maintain them 
at their own expense, To educate Roman 
Catholics under such circumstances was, to 
uso the words of a certain judge, to make 
them skilled villains instead of educating 
them to tako the part they oughtin the 
country. For forty-five years Separate 
Schools existed in Manitoba and now it was 
intended to abolish them, Dealing with the 
constitutional aspect of the question, he 
claimed that by the Manitoba Act it was in- 
sisted that denominational schools should be 
presorved tothe province, and that what- 
evor law or practice existed prior to Confod- 
eration was to be continued afterwards It 
was a dangerous thing to give knowledge with- 
out religion, as understood by this Church, 
Although tho power to maintain those 
schools or tax Roman Catholics for their 
support was good, it was wholly upjust that 
people should be compelled to contribute 
funds for what their religious conviction to 
them was wrong and which thoy were nover 
called on to pay before, 

Mr. Ewart of Winnipeg followed for ap- 
pellants, stating that it was quite right that 
the Legislature nilght havo power to com- 
pel al? parties to attend school, but it was 
wrong to compel anyone to attend a school 
which he conscientiously opposed. He con- 
tended that by the school acts the rights of

The Tupper Banquet, . 

Lonpon, May 27.—At the banquet to Sir 
Charles Tupper to-night the company nun 
bered about 70. Lord Brabourne, the chair- 
man, was supported by the Lord Mayor, 
Lord Norton, Osborne Mergan, M.P., Baden- 
Powell, M.P., Edward Watkin, M.P., Stave, 
ley Hill, M.P., and several other members of 
Parkament. Mr. Harvey of Newfoundland 
and some other colonial notabilities were also 
preseut, The Duke of Fyfe, Lord Rosbery 
and the Marquis of Hartington were among 
those who apologised for their absence, The 
chairman, in giving the toast of the Canadian 
Government, coupled with Sir Charles Tup- 
per’s health, combatted the criticism that the 
affair was a party gathering by declaring 
that men of all parties wore present, whose 
creed was “to maintain English supremacy, 
to unite English bearts all over the world, 
and to band down their glorious heritage an 
undivided empire,” 

Sir Charles Tupper in reply spoke fox 
over an hour. He sketched his own poli- 
tical career, dealing specially with Con, 
federation, the National Policy and the con- 
struction of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
following for the most part very familar 
lines, He urged strongly the need for a fast 
Atlantic service. Referring to the recent 
election at great length, he said the dissolu- 
tion was due to Sir John Macdonald's desire 
to test Canadian feeling on the issue of no 
discrimination against England in promoting 
reciprocity with the United States. Annex- 
ation, he claimed, would be the inevitablq 
result of the Liberal policy, Honce the ques: 
tion was of vital importance to this cuuntry 
and the empire generally. It was the duty 
of men of all parties here to support the 
Government of the Do:ninion. He again re- 
newed his attack on the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way, repeating many of the points brought 
out in the recent controversy.

empty and fastened closely. We, with our 
cool judgments aud experiences, laugh at 
these tales as ‘ould wimins’ fables,’ us the 
offspring of ignoranco and credulity, and 
dismiss the whole matter by one word— 
absurd. And, yet, may there nob in all 
thia mags of error bo found a little leaven 
of trath?

Ireland Under Priest Rule.

Sir,—-Wo are some!imons asked what sort 
of article is a ** Liberal Unionist?”

Thoy scorn the abject homago pald 
to this great Diana of the present day, 
whom all the wor'd worshippeth in its In 
fatuation—or have done so until quite rec- 
ently. Moreover, the Liberal Unlonist 
agrees with the 1,000 Nonconformist or 
non-eplscopal Protestant ministers of Ire- 
land (who know what Popery really is in 
its true colors) in their protest against 
Mr, Gladstone's insane, cruel, and coward 
ly policy of handing overthe loyal Uletermen 
of the North of lreland tothe tender mercies 
of dyramitors, moonlighters, boycotters, and 
cattle-matmors, backed upas they are by 
the Irish priesthood. Nor dothey cousider 
one worthy to be called a statesman who

They are of Value. 

Many people have watched the shoala of 
“shad” or *‘gasperoaux”’ as variously called 
by different persons, little thinking that 
they were of any value; but in these days 
of progress and development there are vory 
few things that cannot be turned to some 
use. On the Iske shore, near Consecon 
and Wellington, these fish sbound in such 
uumbers that in one seine haul a few days 
ago, thirty cart loadsa were brought to the 
beach. They are drawn under cover, 
placed in presses and subjected to a heavy 
pressure, Tha resuyltis one of the finost 
aud best lubricating oils that can be ob- 
tained. Tho orude oil Is clear and volatile, 
It finds a ready gale In Toronto at 35 conta 
per gallon. One factory has a capacity of 
260 gallons per day, steam pressure being 
used, while another, employing hand 
preasure turns out from 50 to 75 gallons 
per day. The pulp or refuse is drawn 
away by farmers in the vicinity and makes 
an excellent fortilizer. In somo instances 
farmera catch the fish and use them as 
manure before the oll is extracted.

A little scone was enacted abt tho station 
ab Suirling on the Grand Junoctlon yester- 
dey morning when Conductor Stanton’s 
train was coming from Bolloville. A re-

The Governor-General Mears a Tribute to 
His Sire’s Worth. 

MONTREAL,{May 24.—At the meeting of 
the Royal Society today aii interesting inci- 
dent took place. On the cccasidi of the 
visit of the Governor-General to the French 
section Mr. Benjamin Sulte, thy well-known 
historian, was expressing the joy this 
section of the Royal Society felt at the 
visit of His Excélioncy, Whén le'relatea the 
following fact, recontly discovered "by bim: 
In the year 1840, a number of Prench~ 
Canadian ‘exiles to Australfa, patriots of 
1837-38, who fad been reprioved, ‘were on 
their way home, afd fu thelr laste to reach 
Canada, a8 they bad’ not waited for the 
funds voted and provided for’their Voyage, 
they found thenisel¥és friendiéss’ and penni- 
Ness in the London docks. © Th thtir béreave- 
Jnent great was their joy whoti an tnkaown 
gentlenmn approached them and, after as- 
certaining the facts and the circufistances 
in which they wore ‘placed, tit once gave 
his own check for tho arfiount neces 
sary to take them ‘safely home. 
This stranger, added Mr. Sulte, was none 
other than the fathér of Lord Stanley, tho 
present Governor-General of Canada. 

The Governor-General was ‘deeply inter- 
ested in the incident, Lord Stantey réturned 
to Ottawa to-day.

TORONTO TOPICs. 


A Carpenter Killed—The Local Option 
Law, * 

Toronto, May 29.—A number of men 
were engaged on the third story of a hard- 
ware house in Adelaide-street yesterday in 
hoisting a heavy timber beam 14 inches 
square and 12 feet long, when one of the 
jacks slipped, letting the beam fallsome 
eight or ten feet. John Thurst, one of the 
carpenters on the job, seclug the jack mov- 
ing, jumped to get clear, but stumble] and 
fell, the beam striking him on the side of the 
head, crushing {t terribly and killing him on 
the spot. 

Argument was commence1 yesterday be- 
fore the Court of Appoal on the questions re- 
ferred by the Lieutenant-Gorernor in coun- 
cil regarding the constitutionality of the 
local option Jaw aS the Ontario Legis- 
Jature in April, 1890. It was decided to’ con- 
doct the case as au app2al by the Attorney- 
General from tlie dec'sions of Chief Justice 
Galt quasbing the bylaws passal under the 
act by the municipalities of London West, 
South Norwich and Oaklands, 2. Irving 
for the Goverument sadressed the court in 
support of the yalidity of ths Provincial 
Act. He cited a number of decisions in sup- 
port of the validity of the act, aud reviewed 
a long list of legal technicalities to show that 
a bylaw would not be inoperative through 
the omission of a penalty for its infraction, 
that being one of the couuts on which the 
bylaws had been quashed by Chief Justice 
Galt.

MONTREAL, May #3.—An autopsy was 
mace to-day on the body of McClanaghan, 
the hotelman whose remains were found 
festerday in the Lachine Canal, and who it is 
suspected was the victim of foulplay. The 
autopsy went to show that the decensed met 
his death by strangulation, and the doctors 
will submit a detailed report to the coroner's

KINGSTON, May 27.—For several days, 
committees in conngction with the Diocese 
of Ontario have been in session. Ab the 
mission board meeting on Wednesday morn- 
ing, # financial statement was read.

$9,704.41 in collections as against $8,928.17 
tho year beforo, The total receipts were 
$11,036.60, againat $10,545.22 of the pre:

BROOKLYN, May 24.—Tho striking sermon 
Dr. Talmage dolivered this morning to an 
hudionce which filled the now

in every part dealt with a topic of interest 
to all who have watched tho discussions 
now agitating the churches. Wherever 
the question of the inspiration of the Bible 
is raised, tho trustworthiness of the Mosaic 
narrative of the creation is always the 
point chiefly assailed, The fact that so pro- 
tminout and eloquenta preacher as Dr, Tal 
mage places himself clearly on record on the 
side of orthodoxy will doubtless bave a mark- 
od influence on public opinion. His text was 
Genosis i, $1, ‘And tho evening and the morn- 
Ing were tho sixth day,” 

From Monday morning to Saturday night 
gives us a week's work. If we have filled 
that week with successes we are happy. But! 
Lam going to tell you what God did in one 
week, Cosmogony, geology, astronomy, orni- 
thology, ichthyology, botany, anatomy are 
such vast subjects that no human life is long 
enough to explore or comprebend any one of 
them. But Lhave thought I might in an un 
usual way tell you a little of what God did in 
one week, and that the first week, And 
whother you mage it a week of days or a 
week of ages, I care not, for [shall reach the 
tamo practical result of reverence and wor- 
ship. 

THE FIRST MONDAY MORNING, 

The first Monday morning found swinging in 
space tho piled up lumber of rocks aud motal 
and soil and water from which the earth was 
to be builded, God made up his mind to ¢re- 
ate a human family, and they must havea 
house to live in. But where! Not a roof, 
not a wall, not adoor, nota room was fit for 
human occupancy. Thoero is not a pile of 
black basalt in Yellowstone park, or an ex- 
tinct volcano in Honolulu, so inappropriate 
for human residence as was this globe at that 
early period. Moreover, there was no human 
architect to draw a plan, no quarryman to 
blast the foundation stones, no carpen 
ter to how out a beam, and no mason to 
trowel a wall. Poor prospect! But the time 
Was Coming when a being called man was to 
be constructed, and he was to havo a bride; 
and whore he could find a homestead to which 
he could take her must have been a wonder- 
ment to angelic intelligences. ~ 

There had»been earthquakes enough and 
volcanoes enough and glaciers enough, but 
earthquakes and volcanoes and glaciers des- 
troy instead of build, A worse looking world 
than this never swung. It was heaped up 
deformities, scarifications and monstrosities, 
The Bible says it was without form, That is, 
It was not round, it was not square, it was 
not octagonal, it was not a rhomboid. God 
never did take any one in his counsels, but if 
he had asked some angel about the attempt 
to turn this planet into a place for human 
residence the angel would have said; “No, 
no; try some other world; tho crevices of this 
sarth are too deep; its crags are too appalling; 
Its darkness fs too thick.” 

But Monday morning came, I think it 
Was a spring morning and about balf-past 
four o'clock, The first thing needed was 
light. It was not needed for God to work 
by, for he can work as well in the dark- 
ness. But light may be necessary, for an- 
gelic intelligences are to seo in its full glory 
the process of world building. But where 
are the candles, where are the candelabra, 
whore is the chandelier! No rising sun will 
roll in the morning, for if the sun is already 
created its light will not yet reach the earth 
Iu three days. Nor moon nor stars can 
brighten this darkness. Tbe moon and stars 
are not born yet, or if created their light will 
not reach the earth for some time yet. But 
there is need of immediate light, Where shall 
It come from! Desiring to account for things 
Ina natural way you say, and reasonably 
my, that heat and electricity throw out light 
Independent of the sun, and that the metallic 
bases throw out light independent of the sun, 
and that alkalies throw out light independent 
of tho sun 

Oh, yes; all that is true, but I 
think that is the way light 
The record makos me think 
pver this oarth that spring morning, God 
looked upon the darkness that palled tho 
heights of this world, and the chasms of it, 
and the awful reaches of it, and uttered, 
whethor in the Hebrew of earth or somo lan- 
guage celestial I know not, that word which 
ttands for the subtle, bright, glowing and all 
pervading fluid, that word which thrills and 
garlands and lifts overything it touches, that 
word the full meaning of which all the chem- 
lsts of the ages have busied themselves in ex- 
ploring, that word which suggests a force 
that fliesone hundred and ninety thousand 
miles In a second, and by undulations seven 
bundred and twenty-seven trillions in a sec 
ond, that one word that God utters -Light!

THE CREATION OF VEGETABLES, 

Now it is Wednesday morning of the 
world's first week. Gardening and horticul- 
ture will be born today. How queer the 
hills look, and so unattractive they seem 
hardly worth having beon made. But now 
all the surfaces are changing color. Some- 
thing beautiful is creeping all over them. 
Tt has the color of emorald, Ay, it is herb- 
age. Hail to the green grass! God's fay- 
crite color and God’s favorite plant, as I 
judge from the fact that he makes a larger 
number of thom than of anything else. 
But look. yonder! Something starts out of 
the ground and goes higher up, bigher and 
higher, and spreads out broad leaves. Itisa 
palm tree.

We are pushing agriculture and fruit cul- 
ture to great excellence in the Nineteenth 
century, but we bave nothing now to equal 
what I see on this first Wednesday of the 
world's existence, I take a taste of one 
of the apples this Wednesday morning, and 
I tell you it mingles in its juices all the 
flavors of Spitzbergea and Newtown pip- 
pin and Rhode Island greening and Dan- 
vers Winter Sweet and Roxbury russet 
and Hubbardston Nonesuch, but added to 
all, and overpowering all other flavors, 
is the paradisaical juice that all tho orchards 
of the Nineteenth century fail to reach, L 
take a taste of the pear, and it has all the 
Juxury of the three thousand varieties of the 
Nineteenth century: all the Seckel and the 
Bartlett of the pomological gardens of later 
times are acidity compared with it. And tho 
grapes! Why, this one cluster has in it tho 
richness of whole vineyards of Catawbas and 
Concords and Isabellas. Fruits of all colors, 
of all odors, of all flavors. No hand of man 
yet made to pluck it or tongue to taste it, 
Tho banquet for the human race is being 
spread before the arrival of the first guest. 

In tho fruit of that garden was the seed 
for the orchards and gardensof the hemis 
pheres, Notice that tho first thing that 
God made for food was fruit, and plenty of 
it. Slaughter houses are of later invention. 
Far aml from being a yegetarinn, but an 
almost exclusive meat dict depraving. 
Savage¥ confine themsolves almost exclu- 
tively toanimal food, and that is one reason 
tbat they are savages. Give your cbildren 
tnore apples and less mutton. The world 
will have to give dominance to the fruit diet 
of Paradiso. May God's blessing come down 
on the orchards aud vineyards of America, 
aud keop back the frosts ani the curcullo, 
But we must not forget that it is Weduesday 
evening in Eden, and upon that perfoct fruit 
of those perfect tree 
“And the evening andthe morning were tho 
third day.’

When he commenced’ active practice the

Thus in 1839, at 25 years of age, he took 
rank asaleader of the bar, In the samo 
year he entored into a legal partnership with 
Mr, Alexander Campbell, now Sir Aloxander,

In 1544 Mr. Macdonald was elected to 
represent Kingston in the second logislature 
under the union, defeating Mr. Manaban. 
He entered Parliament at a very trying 
time. Sir Charles Metcalfe, the new 
Governor-General, bad come freighted with 
notions of authority imbibed io In and 
Jamaica, and was not disposed to submit to 
dictation by a Canadian House, A 
quarrel) with the iuinistry regulted 
over some appointments to office and the lat 
ter resigned. Tho historical battle for re- 
sponsible government followed, in which the 
Conservatives found thetnselves by here- 
ditary duty called upon to support the Govy- 
ernor-General Tho young member for 
Kingston showed his great tact by with- 
standing the strong temptation to break him- 
self on the wheel, Hedidnot plunge with 
premature impetuosity, as most young mem- 
bers do, into the debates of the House, Hoe 
sat unmoved at his desk while the frays for 
which that period of Parliamentary history 
was remarkable went.on, “looking half 
careless and half contemptuous,” as 
a gentleman who had seen him thero recent- 
ly said, ‘Sometimes in the thick of the me- 
leo, he was busy in and out of the library. I 
scarcely ever remem bor then seeing him about 
the House that he was not searching up some 
case either then impending or to como up at 
a later date. Hv was fora great part of his 
time, too, buried in constitutional history.” 
His first speech was a bold one—in reply to 
Hon. Robert Baldwin—but it did him credit. 

In May, 1847, he was selected by Attorney: 
General Draper for the vacant office of Re- 
ceiver-General, who said: ‘Your turn bas 
come at Inst, Macdonald.” Very soon 
he assumed the wmanazement of the 
Crown Lands Department, which was in a 
vory topsy-turvy stite, and with surprising 
speed brought it under business methods. 
Previously the department had been nearly 
as famous as the English Court of Chaucery 
for its vexatious delays, but this changed ot 
once, and bas never since fallen back into the 
pornicious methods from which Mr, Macdon- 
ald rescued it. 


History shows and the student of history is 
surprised by whata small majority the Draper 
Administration held power from 1544 to 1548 
and during the troublous times atthat. In 
the meantime Lord Metcalfe returned to 
England, Lord Cathcart filling the gap io 
tho Governor-Generalship until tho urrival 
of Lord Elgin. 

On the defeat of the Draper Ministry in 
1848 by Mr. Baldwin and Mr. Lafontaine the 
etirring times took on more stirring guise, 
but Mr. Macdonald was conspicuous for his 
wise attitude. Six years in opposition 
afforded him valuable discipline, aud when 
he again sat on the Goverument benches there 
was buta single antagonist in theo House 
for whom be was nota full match. While 
in opposition he opposed the reform of King's 
College and the Rebellion Losses Bill It 
an insecure period for govern 
ments the Baldwin-Lafontaine 
Ministry soon showed signs of weakness. 
Finally the double-headed leadership made 
way for Sir Francis Hingks in 185:, and then 
it became apparent that Reform disruption 
was complete. It broke into two 
one led by Sir Francis, the other by Mr. 
Goorge Brown. Against foes within and 
without the Government staggered along 
until 1853, when an appeal to the country 
its overthrow. Then came a great

with the Conservatives in tho fight wero 
passed oyer in the House and the dofoated

30 days after the first session of the second 
parliament had reassembled Lucius Seth 
Huntington, a momber from the province of 
Quebec, stood up in his place in the House 
and read from a paper in his hand 
the following resolution, which has since be- 
come historical.

The Huntington Kesolutions. 

That he, the sald Lucias Beth ‘Hantington, ts 
credibly informec and believes that he can estab 
lish by satisfactory evidence thatin anticipation 
of the leyislation of last seasion, as to the Pacific 
Railway, an agroement was made between Sir 
Hugh Allan, acting for himself and certain other 
Canadian promoters, and G. W. McMullen, acting 
for vertain U.S. capitalists, whereby the latter 
agreod to furnish all the funds necessary for the 
construction of the contemplated railway and to 
give the former a certain percentage of Interest 
in consideration of their jaterest and posl- 
tlon, the acheme agreed upon being 
ostensibly that of a Canadian Company with Sir 
Hugh Allan at its head 

“That the Government were aware that theses 
negoUatious were pending beween the sald par 
Ues; 

“That subsequently an understandiang was 
come to belween the Government, Sir Hugh 
Allan aod Mr. Abbott that Sir Hugh Allan and bis 
friends should advance a large sum of uioney for 
the purpose of aiding the elections of Minfsers 
and their supporters at the ensuing general elec- 
tion, and that hée and his friends should receive 
the contract for the construction of the railway; 

That accordingly Sir Hugh Allan did advance 
a large suso of money for the purpose mentioned, 
and atthe solicitaion and cinder pressing in- 
stances of ministers; 

“That part of the moneys expended by Sir 
Hugh Allan in connection with the obtaining of 
the act of lncorporation and charter were paid to 
him by the United States capitalists under tho 
Agreement with him; 

“That acommittes of seven members be ap- 
pointed to enquire into all the circumstances 
connected with the negotiations for the construc- 
tion of the Pacific Railway, with the legislation 
of last session on thé subject and with the grant 
ing of the charter to Sir Hugh Allan and others, 
with power to send for persons, papers and re 
cords and with instructipns to report in full the 
evidence taken before aAd all proceedings of said 
committee,"* 


Mr, Huntington merely read this 
tion without further comment. 
a moment of painful silence in the House 
Tho Promier was motionless as a statue, 
The Spoaker then put tho resolution and it 
was voted down by a majority of 31, 

Such weighty charges, however, could not 
drop thus. Nor was it to be so. Next 
day in the House Sir John Macdonald gave 
‘notice of & motion, which was passed on the 
gth of April, to the offect; 


That a select committee of five members be 
appoloted by this House to enquireinto and re 
portupon the several matters contained and 
vtated In a resolution moved by the Hon. Mr, 
Huntington, member fer Shefford, relating to 
the Canadian Pactiic Railway, with power to seod 
for papers and records, to report the evidence 
frou time to time and if need be to sit after the 
prorogation of Parliament. 


The committes was composed of Messrs. 
Blanchet, Blake, Dorion, Macdonald and 
Cameron, Into all the difficulties that super- 
vened before this committees could get to 
work it is not necessary toonter. Safiice it 
to say thatan oaths bill, which had been 
passed by the House to facilitate the 
aying of evidence beforo the commit 
tee, was disallowed by the Queen 
aud tho meeting of the committeo was 
postponed from time to time, During the 
interval the committee got possession of 
some important documents, and on the 
4th of July some of these were published in 
The Montreal Herald. They were letters 
and telegrams sent by Sic Hugh Allan to 
two Chicago gentlemen, George W. Me- 
Mullen and Charles M. Smith. In more 
than one of these Sir Hugh spoke of 
an expenditure of $300,000 in promoting the 
schenie to secure the contract for building 
the Canadian Pacific Later still telegrams 
of Sir John Maodonald, Sir George E. Car- 
tier, Sir Hector Langevin and other members 
of the Ministry were produced, which showed 
that these gentlemen bad drawn for large 
sums of money for election purposes, These 
documents were so incriminating that Lord 
Dufferin, the Governor-General, determined 
to hold an active session of parliament, bey 
rinning Aug. 13, 1873, Nevertheless, the 
Fraties only met to prorogue, The committee 
was discbarged and the whole matter refor- 
red to a Royal Commission consisting of 
three udges. The commissioners were 
Judges Day, Polette and Gowan,

There was 


Parliament Meets, 

Parliament met again on Oct, 25. The re- 
port of the Royal Commission was laid be- 
fore it, It was perhaps the most memorable 
session of the Canadian Parliament ever held. 
The attack on Sir Joho Macdonald began at 
once, and some of the ablest speeches ever 
heard on the floor distinguished it It raged 
for seven days, during the course of which 
the hero of it all made one of the ablest ad- 
dresses that had evor issued from his lips, 
Ho spoke five hours, concluding with the 
statomont that he had given the best of his 
heart, his brain and his life to the service of 
bis country. 

Nothing could save him, however, and 
after the debate had raged for sevon days he, 
on Noy, 5, announced in a crowded House 
tho resignation of his Ministry. 

It was ditticult to adequately appreciate 
the weight of the blow, It Was a poor 
ending of 2 years of public life. 
It would have crushed eyen on oextraordi- 
nary wan, The rapidity with which ho re 
covered (rom its effects and ouce more leaped 
into public favor and to power remain to 
this day tho historical marvel of our time.

Since the 
election of 1875 be has submitted: bis claims 
tiree times to the Canadian people, and 
three times they b-ve declared him to be the 
darling son, In tint period two great meas- 
ures sland prominently forth—the upbuild- 
ing of the National Policy aud the construc 
tion of the Geuadian Pacific Railway. 

Where Lay His Power? 

The question has often beon asked wherein 
lay bis power. A survey of the civilized 
world fails to find his parallel. During the 
time he has held powerio the Dominion the 
political figures have chauged in every capi- 
tal on the globe, Men have come and gone— 
arison, shone and subsided into darkness. 
He alone grew from year to year in the peo- 
plo’s affections until the spectacle was afford- 
ed of n statesman inafree state exercising 
all the powers of autocracy. He was con- 


tinually surrounded by able men, men 
who exceeded him in eloquence, in 
learning, ih power of intellect, but 
not ono of them thought to dispute his pre, 
eminence. Cartier, Hincks, Galt, Tilley, 
Tupper, Howe, Macdougall, all bowed to his 
spell and acknowled zed the master.
